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TERMS  OF  OFFICE. 

The  term  of  oflBice  of  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen  commences  the  first 
Monday  in  April;  of  the  School  Commissioners,  the  first  day  of  April. 

Cemetery,  Fiee,  Light,  Street  and  Water  Commissioners. — One 
appointed  in  April  annually  for  a  term  of  three  years,  from  April  25, 
next  following  his  election  and  until  his  successor  is  appointed  and 
qualified. 

City  Assessors. — One  appointed  in  March  each  year  for  a  term 
of  three  years  from  April  1st,  following  his  election  and  until  his  suc- 
cessor is  appointed  and  qualified. 

Park  Commissioner. — One  appointed  by  the  Mayor  between  the 
first  and  second  Mondays  in  April,  annually,  for  a  term  of  five  years 
from  the  25th  day  of  the  same  April,  or  until  his  successor  is  ap- 
pointed and  qualified. 

Library  Commissioner. — One  appointed  in  April  annually  for  a 
term  of  two  years  from  April  25,  next  following  his  election  and  until 
his  successor  is  appointed  and  qualified. 

Police  Commissioners,  Board  of  Health  and  Board  of  Chari- 
ties.— One  appointed  by  the  Mayor  between  the  first  and  second  Mon- 
days in  April  each  year,  for  a  term  of  three  years  from  the  25th  day 
of  the  same  April,  or  until  his  successor  is  appointed  and  qualified. 

Building  Inspector  and  Deputy. — Appointed  in  March  to  serve 
two  years. 

Health  Officer. — Appointed  by  the  State  Board  of  Health  upon 
recommendation  of  the  Board  of  Health,  with  the  approval  of  the 
Board  of  Aldermen. 

City  Physician  and  ^  Overseer  of  the  Poor. — Each  appointed  by 
the  Board  of  Charities  between  April  25  and  May  1,  with  the  approval 
of  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  for  a  term  of  one  year  from  May  1st,  or 
until  his  successor  is  appointed  and  qualified. 

Inspector  of  Milk  and  Food  and  Inspector  of  Plumbing. — Each 
appointed  annually  by  the  Board  of  Health  between  April  25  and 
May  1. 

All  other  officers  one  year,  from  April  25,  except  the  Superintend- 
ents of  Light,  Street  and  Water  Departments,  who  are  annually  ap- 
pointed between  April  25  and  May  1,  to  serve  one  year  from  May  1, 
or  until  his  successor  is  appointed  and  qualified.

MAYOR'S  MESSAGE. 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Aldermen: 

In  accordance  with  custom  I  submit  to  your  honorable  body  some 
suggestions  regarding  the  city's  business  at  the  opening  of  another 
year  of  public  service  on  your  part.  I  am  pleased  to  report  that  the 
year  just  closed  has  been  one  of  progress  and  that  the  financial  con- 
dition of  the  city  has  been  materially  improved  by  the  payment  of 
many  outstanding  claims,  the  existence  of  which  were  not  known,  or 
fully  determined,  when  the  present  administration  took  charge  of  the 
municipal  government.  To-day  I  believe  there  is  not  an  outstanding 
legal  claim  against  the  city  that  has  not  been  adjusted. 

The  policy  of  the  past  year  has  been  to  pay  these  claims,  which 
originated  under  previous  administrations,  as  fast  as  they  were  proven, 
out  of  current  funds  raised  by  the  tax  levy  rather  than  to  postpone 
their  payment  by  issuing  long  term  bonds.  I  hope  this  policy  will  be 
continued  so  that  the  citizens  will  know  exactly  what  their  govern- 
ment costs  them.  There  is  no  better  policy  than  to  pay  as  you  go, 
except  for  permanent  improvements,  whose  cost  is  so  large  they  cannot 
be  paid,  at  once. 

In  addition  to  an  audit  of  all  the  city's  books  at  the  close  of  the 
fiscal  year  by  certified  public  accountants,  the  Board  of  Finance  has 
had  a  new  set  of  books  prepared  for  each  department  of  the  city  and 
installed  by  the  same  firm  of  accountants.  Although  the  first  cost  of 
this  work  is  large,  I  am  satisfied  that  it  will  prove  to  be  money  well 
expended.  While  no  attempts  to  defraud  the  city  were  found  in  any 
of  the  departments,  slack  methods  of  accounting  were  followed  in  some 
which  would  allow  mistakes  to  be  made  without  any  method  of  detect- 
ing them.  Under  the  new  system  intelligent  bookkeeping  will  prevent 
the  occurrence  of  such  mistakes  and  in  this  way  may  save  the  city 
money. 

The  principal  benefits  of  installing  a  new  system  of  bookkeeping 
in  the  various  departments  are  as  follows: 

1.  We*  have  aimed  to  make  the  new  system  as  uniform  as  the 
character  of  each  department  permitted,  therefore  it  will  in  future 
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facilitate  the  work  of  auditing  the  books  and  accounts  of  the  city  and 
thereby  lessen  the  cost  of  this  work,  provided  that  the  system  mapped 
out  is  properly  kept  up. 

2.  Under  the  old  system,  in  some  of  the  departments,  no  check, 
or  a  very  poor  one,  existed  on  cash  receipts.  The  new  system  will 
enable  one  to  trace  the  source  of  each  receipt,  as  provisions  have  been 
made  either  in  form  of  bill  books  (a  duplicate  remaining  in  the  books), 
or  reports  from  the  parties  who  receive  the  cash,  or  receipt  books  (a 
duplicate  remaining  in  the  books)  as  the  case  required,  which  will 
operate  in  future  as  a  check  and  safeguard  against  possible  omissions 
or  errors. 

3.  The  old  system  did  not  provide  for  a  check  on  accounts  receiv- 
able. Under  the  new  system,  the  subsidiary  ledgers  will  show  the 
exact  amounts  charged,  collected,  and  the  total  of  unpaid  accounts  will 
have  to  balance  with  the  amount  shown  as  outstanding  on  the  controll- 
ing account  in  the  general  ledger. 

4.  Analytic  Cash  Receipt  and  Disbursement  books  will  hereafter 
enable  each  department  to  show  at  any  period  its  financial  condition 
at  such  date,  and  give  all  the  information  as  regards  to  detail,  which 
heretofore  was  only  obtainable  at  the  end  of  the  year  after  going  over 
the  whole  year's  work.  Furthermore  the  disbursements  have  been 
divided  up  in  three  divisions  so  as  to  show  how  much  has  been  ex- 
pended for  new  construction,  how  much  it  has  cost  to  maintain  the 
plant  and  how  much  it  has  cost  to  operate  the  particular  department, 
while  heretofore  the  latter  two  items  appeared  as  one  amount. 

5.  Analytic  pay  roll  books  will  show  the  proper  distribution  of 
labor  in  detail,  while  under  the  old  system  in  some  of  the  departments, 
the  amount  expended  for  labor  was  only  shown  in  two  amounts,  viz.:  — 
for  construction  and  for  current  account.  These  books  will  also  enable 
one  to  ascertain  where  and  how  each  man  has  been  employed. 

6.  Stock  books  were  not  kept  and  are  now  employed  to  act  as 
a  check  on  materials  received  and  used  or  sold,  and  thereby  guard 
against  any  possible  leaks. 

7.  In  most  departments,  no  inventories  were  shown  on  the  books. 
Such  have  now  been  set  up  and  should  prove  helpful  in  making  an 
absolutely  correct  showing  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

8.  Uniform  monthly  reports,  to  be  submitted  to  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee, have  been  adopted,  which  will  not  only  show  the  cash  receipts 
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and  disbursements,  as  heretofore,  but  also  state  the  amount  of  accounts 
receivable  and  payable. 

9.  New  forms  for  vouchers  have  been  prepared,  which  will  give 
the  distribution  of  all  disbursements  in  detail,  while  under  the  old 
system  in  many  departments  the  information  shown  on  same  was  very 
meager. 

These  results  show  that  the  city's  business  can  now  be  accounted 
for  as  carefully  and  thoroughly  as  that  of  any  modern  private  business. 

I  would  suggest  that  at  the  time  the  contract  is  made  for  band 
concerts  for  the  coming  season,  an  agreement  be  made  with  the  band 
to  play  in  the  city  during  the  day  of  the  Fourth  of  July,  this  day's 
engagement  to  be  substituted  in  place  of  two  of  the  evening  concerts. 
In  this  way  we  will  have  the  music  assured  and  can  hold  such  celebra- 
tion as  seems  desirable. 

In  regard  to  the  collection  of  unpaid  taxes  I  wish  to  change  a 
suggestion  made  in  a  previous  communication  to  your  honorable  body. 
I  then  suggested  that  the  uncollected  taxes  in  the  hands  of  former 
Constable  F.  N.  Frechette  be  turned  over  to  Constable  Florence  for 
collection.  I  would  recommend  that  only  those  taxes  which  were 
turned  over  to  Frechette,  without  a  proper  receipt  being  given  by  him 
to  the  city,  be  turned  over  to  the  present  constable  and  that  Mr. 
Frechette  be  held  accountable  for  all  unpaid  taxes  for  which  he  is 
legally  responsible.  It  would  be  a  dangerous  precedent  to  allow  a  man 
to  assume  the  position  of  constable  and  release  him  from  his  respon- 
sibility with  the  sum  of  $5,151.16  uncollected  taxes  for  a  single  year 
in  his  hands.  Either  the  constable  or  his  bondsmen  should  be  obliged 
to  account  for  this  sum. 

I  hope  that  the  present  administration  can  speedily  accomplish  the 
following  things: 

Give  the  city  pure  drinking  water. 

Push,  as  fast  as  possible,  the  litigation  in  connection  with  securing 
the  site  for  a  public  wharf. 

Install  an  electric  pump  that  will  give  effective  fire  protection  to 
the  valuable  buildings  on  the  hill. 

Complete  arrangements  whereby  the  unpaid  taxes  shall  be  col- 
lected. 


MAYOR'S  MESSAGE. 
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Amend  the  city  charter,  wherever  necessary,  to  increase  the  effi- 
ciency of  the  city  government  and  to  secure  greater  uniformity  in  the 
powers  of  the  various  commissions. 

Keep  the  current  expenses  of  the  city  low  enough  so  they  can  all 
be  paid  without  an  increase  in  the  tax  rate. 

To  keep  the  expenses  of  the  various  departments  within  the  ap- 
propriations made  will  be  the  most  difficult  thing  we  undertake.  It 
will  require  good  business  ability  on  the  part  of  the  various  commis- 
sions and  care  and  deliberation  on  the  part  of  your  honorable  body  in 
authorizing  any  unusual  work  in  any  of  the  departments.  I  ask  your 
hearty  co-operation  in  the  subjects  enumerated  above,  confident  that 
in  their  accomplishment'  we  shall  be  doing  loyal  service  to  the  citizens 
and  taxpayers  of  Burlington.

SCHOOL  PROPERTY. 

Only  incidental  repairs  have  been  made,  during  the,  past  year.  New 
heating  apparatus  is  still  needed  at  the  Converse  and  Lawrence  Barnes 
school  buildings,  .  but  the  amount  appropriated  for  the  use  of  the 
School  Department  this  year  was  not  sufficient  to  cover  the  expense  of 
installing  new  apparatus.  The  furnaces  in  both  buildings  have  out- 
lived their  warranties  and  are  liable  to  give  out  at  any  time.  Atten- 
tion was  called  to  this  matter  in  my  last  report. 

The  school  property  is  in  general  in  very  good  repair  condition. 
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EDMUNDS    HIGH  SCHOOL. 

With  the  exception  of  Nos.  19  and  20,  used  for  botanical  and 
biological  laboratories,  the  remaining  rooms  on  the  third  floor  of  the 
Edmunds  High  School  have  remained  unfinished.  But  the  unprece- 
dented enrollment  in  the  High  School  last  term  made  it  necessary  to 
provide  additional  sittings  and  seats  were  temporarily  placed  in  the 
laboratories.  With  this  condition  existing,  the  School  Commissioners 
decided  to  use  the  unexpended  balance  of  the  High  School  construc- 
tion fund,  $1,292.18,  in  finishing  off  rooms  Nos.  15,  16  and  18.  The 
work  was  entrusted  to  Mr.  J.  E.  Dennis  of  this  city,  and  he  nearly 
completed  the  undertaking  during  the  holiday  vacation.  One  room, 
No.  17,  still  remains  unfinished. 

This  change  in  the  High  School  building  will  furnish  accommo- 
dations for  the  present  attendance  and  will  also  provide  for  future 
growth  of  the  school. 

LAKESIDE. 

Very  much  to  my  regret  I  am  unable  to  record  the  construction 
of  a  new  school  building  in  the  south  part  of  the  city.  Since  the 
opening  of  a  school  in  that  section  it  has  been  necessary  to  rent  rooms 
for  school  purposes,  and  these  rooms  have  been  in  dwelling  houses  and 
stores. 

Necessarily  the  teachers  and  pupils  have  been  subjected  to  great 
inconvenience  and  discomfort,  and  for  a  part  of  the  time  the  rooms 
have  been  inadequate  to  accommodate  all  the  pupils,  and  it  has  been 
necessary  to  limit  two  grades,  the  A  and  B  Primary,  to  a  half  day's 
school,  one  grade  attending  school  in  the  forenoon  and  the  other  in 
the  afternoon. 

After  going  over  the  ground  for  several  years,  canvassing  the  needs 
of  that  part  of  the  city  and  searching  for  a  suitable  site,  an  option 
on  a  parcel  of  land  on  the  west  side  of  Pine  street  extension  near  Park 
avenue  was  secured. 

This  site  had  been  adjudged  the  most  suitable  and  desirable  in 
that  part  of  the  city,  by  the  School  Commissioners,  some  time  previous 
to  obtaining  the  option,  and  persistent  efforts  had  been  made  to  pro- 
cure it,  but  without  avail,  until  a  change  of  ownership  occurred. 

The  option  having  been  secured,  the  School  Commissioners  pre- 
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sented  the  following  statement  and  application  for  the  appropriation  of 
funds  for  the  purchase  of  real  estate  and  for  the  construction  of  a 
school  building: 


To  the  City  Council,  Burlington,  Vermont: 

Gentlemen: — The  School  Commissioners  of  Burlington  respect- 
fully present  the  following  statement  showing  the  necessity  for  the 
purchase  of  real  estate  and  the  construction  of  a  school  building  in 
the  south  part  of  the  city. 

The  opening  of  the  Ferguson  and  Scarff  Addition  and  Lakeside 
Park  and  the  location  of  manufacturing  establishments  in  that  part 
of  the  city  have  brought  many  families  and  a  large  school  population 
to  that  section. 

For  many  years  the  School  Commissioners  have  maintained  schools 
for  the  accommodation  of  the  residents  of  this  district  and  thus  far 
these  schools  have  occupied  rented  buildings. 

During  the  past~  year  the  Commissioners  have  been  unable  to 
secure  sufficient  room  for  the  schools  and  it  has  been  necessary  to  fur- 
nish a  half  day's  session  only  to  two  grades  of  scholars,  one  grade 
attending  school  in  the  forenoon  and  another  in  the  afternoon. 

The  school  buildings  in  the  city  are  beyond  the  reach  of  these 
pupils,  and  if  they  were  within  reach,  they  are  already  full. 

The  necessity  for  the  purchase  of  real  estate  and  the  construction 
of  a  school  building  is  apparent  and  urgent. 

The  School  Board  therefore  recommend  that  real  estate  situated 
on  the  west  side  of  Pine  street  between  Park  avenue  and  Lakeside 
avenue  be  purchased  and  that  an  eight  room  building  be  constructed. 
They  estimate  that  the  cost  of  real  estate  and  of  the  school  building 
v/ill  be  thirty-six  thousand  dollars  ($36,000.00). 

And  they  therefore  respectfully  ask  your  Honorable  Body  to  ap- 
prove this  statement  and  application  and  to  provide  funds  for  both 
real  estate  and  school  building.

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The  records  of  the  City  Clerk  show  that  the  communication  was 
re;ceived  and  referred  to  the  City  Council,  and  that,  August  3,  1908,  it 
was  recommitted  to  the  Board  of  School  Commissioners  with  the  re- 
quest that  the  Commissioners  present  the  results  of  their  reconsidera- 
tion of  the  matter  to  the  City  Council  at  an  early  date. 

Whereupon  the  School  Commissioners  again  went  over  the  ground 
already  so  familiar  to  them  and  through  the  president,  Dr.  H.  C.  Tink- 
ham,  and  the  clerk,  Dr.  G.  B.  Latour,  presented  to  the  City  Councii 
under  date  of  August  8,  1908,  the  following  statement: 

Burlington,  Vt.,  August  8,  1908. 
To  the  City  Council,  Burlington,  Yt.: 

Gentlemen: — The  School  Commissioners  of  Burlington  respect- 
fully recommit  to  the  City  Council  for  their  further  consideration  the 
communication  of  July  6,  in  regard  to  an  appropriation  for  the  pur- 
pose of  purchasing  land  and  the  construction  of  a  school  building  on 
Pine  street  near  Park  avenue. 

The  School  Commissioners  have  been  considering  the  location  of 
a  school  building  in  that  part  of  the  city  for  more  than  two  years  and 
have  been  over  the  ground  investigating  this  many  times.  There  seems 
to  be  but  two  propositions  to  consider  in  connection  with  a  school  build- 
ing in  that  section  of  the  city: 

First,  to  build  a  school  building  which  shall  be  intended  to  simply 
provide  school  facilities  for  Lakeside. 

Second,  to  build  the  type  of  building  which  has  been  universally 
considered  to  be  the  building  which  can  be  constructed  the  most  cheaply 
and  which  can  be  administered  to  the  best  advantage, — that  is  an 
eight  room  building — ^with  the  idea  of  not  only  providing  school  facili- 
ties for  Lakeside,  but  also  for  that  immediate  vicinity. 

The  first  proposition  means  the  expenditure  of  less  moiiey  at  pres- 
ent, but  a  greater  amount  would  be  expended  in  providing  school 
facilities  for  four  hundred  (400)  children  in  two  buildings  than  it 
would  if  the  children  could  be  cared  for  in  one  building,  both  in  the 
way  of  construction  and  maintenance.  There  are  already  about  two 
hundred  fifty  (250)  children  of  school  age  who  attend  school  at  Lake- 
side, and  there  are  other  children  in  that  vicinity  who  now  attend  the 
Adams  School  who  would  be  diverted  to  a  school,  building  on  Pine 
street  and  in  this  way  relieve  the  crowded  condition  of  the  Adams 
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School.  This  would  necessitate  the  construction  of  a  school  building 
having  at  least  six  rooms  to  meet  the  immediate  needs  of  that  part  of 
the  city.  It  will  only  cost  from  $3,000  to  $4,000  more  to  construct  an 
eight  room  building  than  it  will  to  construct  a  six  room  building. 

If  an  eight  room  building  is  to  be  constructed,  it  is  the  judgment 
of  the  School  Commissioners  that  this  building  should  be  located  out- 
side of  Lakeside  so  as  to  more  easily  accommodate  the  children  coming 
from  Scarff 's  Addition  without  getting  far  enough  away  from '  Lake- 
side to  be  an  inconvenience  to  the  children  there.  The  sites  available 
outside  of  Lakeside  are  as  follows: 

Land  owned  by  the  Burlington  Light  and  Power  Company  on  the 
east  side  of  Pine  street  nearly  opposite  of  the  Gas  Works.  This  site 
is  decidedly  objectionable  on  account  of  iis  close  proximity  to  the  Gas 
Works,  and  also  the  close  proximity  of  the  swamp  and  dump  on  the 
west  side  of  Pine  street. 

Land  owned  by  John  Allen  on  the  east  side  of  Pine  street,  at  the 
head  of  Lakeside  avenue.  No  price  has  been  obtained  on  this  land 
on  account  of  its  steep  grade  which  would  necessitate  considerable 
expenditure  in  grading  in  addition  to  the  purchase  price. 

Land  on  the  south  side  of  Lakeside  avenue  owned  by  John  Allen. 
No  price  has  been  obtained  on  this  land,  its  close  proximity  to  the 
railroad  track  being  a  serious  objection. 

All  other  landjn  this  vicinity  is  too  low  and  wet  for  school  pur- 
poses, especially  for  the  playground.  This  is  also  true  of  all  the  land 
on  the  lower  end  of  Scarff's  Addition. 

The  site  selected  by  the  Board  of  School  Commissioners  meets 
the  needs  of  the  city  in  regard  to  location  and  character  of  soil  better 
than  any  other  site  mentioi^ed,  and  taking  into  account  the  fact  that 
this  lot  will  not  require  any  grading,  the  probable  cost  to  the  city 
would  not  be  much,  if  any,  in  excess  of  what  it  would  be  in  buying 
a  cheaper  lot  which  had  to  have  considerable  grading  done. 

The  Board  of  School  Commissioners  fully  recognize  the  fact  that 
the  price  asked  for  this  land  is  large,  but  the  difference  in  cost  to  the 
city  between  buying  a  lot  which  does  not  require  any  grading  for  a 
large  price  and  one  which  requires  considerable  grading  for  a  less 
price,  is  more  apparent  than  real.  We  believe  that  the  interests  of  the 
city  will  be  better  subserved  by  the  location  of  the  school  building  at 
this  point  than  at  any  other,  and  we  earnestly  desire  that  this  matter 
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may  receive  the  favorable  consideration  of  the  City  Council  so  that 
it  may  be  possible  to  begin  work  on  the  school  building  for  that  section 
of  the  city  this  fall.

The  records  of  the  City  Clerk  show  that  the  latter  communication, 
accompanied  by  the  former,  was  presented  to  the  City  Council  August 
12,  1908,  read,  and  on  motion  laid  upon  the  table. 

And  there  the  matter  still  rests,  and  if  the  people  residing  in  that 
part  of  the  city  are  not  enjoying  such  accommodations  and  advantages 
as  they  are  entitled  to,  the  responsibility  does  not  rest  with  the  School 
Commissioners. 

LAWRENCE  BARNES  AND  ARCHIBALD   STREET  KINDERGARTENS. 

Following  the  appalling  calamity  in  Ohio  in  which  the  lives  of 
a  large  number  of  school  children  were  lost  in  a  burning  school  build- 
ing, some  of  the  citizens  of  Burlington  residing  outside  of  the  Lawrence 
Barnes  district,  became  anxious  about  the  kindergarten  in  that  district 
because  the  kindergarten  rooms  were  on  the  third  floor  of  the  build- 
ing. 

Personal  appeals  and  formal  petitions  were  presented  to  the  School 
Commissioners.  As  the  time  for  opening  the  last  term  approached, 
the  Commissioners  decided  to  retain  the  pupils  of  the  incoming  seventh 
grade  in  the  Archibald  Street  School.  This  change  crowded  the  kin- 
dergarten out  of  that  school,  and  the  Commissioners,  under  the  cir- 
cumstances, deemed  it  advisable  to  combine  the  two  kindergartens 
in  a  location  which  would  be  central  and  convenient  for  both  districts. 
Such  a  location  was  found  at  the  corner  of  Rose  and  Cedar  streets 
in  the  John  G.  Bacon  building. 

The  rooms  rented  are  not  as  large  as  could  be  desired,  and  the  con- 
veniences are  not  as  numerous  or  satisfactory  as  we  wish  they  were, 
but  the  kindergarten  has  been  in  its  new  quarters  one  term,  and  Miss 
Coventry  has  made  the  best  of  unfavorable  conditions. 

This  change  leaves  the  third  floor  of  the  Lawrence  Barnes  build- 
ing unused  for  regular  school  purposes.  These  rooms  were  fitted  up 
at  considerable  expense  on  plans  furnished  by  Architect  W.  R.  B. 
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AVillcox,  and  in  some  respects  are  the  best  rooms  for  their  purpose 
in  the  city. 

We  regretted  to  discontinue  the  kindergarten  in  the  Archibald 
Street  School,  where  it  is  much  needed,  but  it  seemed  of  greater  im- 
portance to  the  general  interests  of  the  district  to  retain  the  seventh 
grade  in  the  building  than  the  kindergarten. 

AECHIBALD  STREET  SCHOOL, 

The  Archibald  Street  School  now  has  a  larger  enrollment  than 
any  other  eight  room  building  in  the  city,  and  has  the  same  .grades 
above  the  kindergarten  that  are  found  in  the  other  large  schools. 

A  few  years  ago  this  school  was  started  in  the  newly  acquired 
:^,Iission  Chapel,  with  one  teacher,  the  present  principal,  Mrs.  Lois  J. 
Malaney,  and  now  the  new  eight  room  building  is  filled  and  nine  teach- 
ers are  employed  in  it. 

I  have  known  -no  more  interesting  development  of  a  school  than 
this  school  has  exhibited.  It  began  in  a  neglected  district,  with  un- 
promising material,  but  its  humanizing  influence  soon  became  mani- 
fest in  the  improved  condition  of  the  pupils  and  their  homes,  and  from 
the  first  it  has  been  the  center  of  civilizing  forces  whose  effects  have 
been  apparent  in  an  unusual  degree. 

What  has  been  said  of  the  good  influences  of  this  school  could, 
of  course,  be  said  of  all  our  schools,  but  the  circumstances  of  this 
school  have  made  results  especially  conspicuous. 

CHANGES  IN  THE  CORPS  OF  TEACHERS. 

Our  roll  of  teachers  shows  few  changes.  To  the  virtually  per- 
manent character  of  our  appointments,  our  schools  are  largely  in- 
debted for  whatever  of  excellence  they  possess. 

The  better  positions  are  usually  filled  by  promotion  of  our  ex- 
perienced teachers  who  have  proven  themselves  adapted  to  other  and 
more  responsible  places. 

Our  salaries  are  still  small,  but  it  can  be  said  to  their  credit 
that  in  a  majority  of  positions  they  have  been  substantially  increased. 

Since  the  last  report  there  have  been  three  changes  in  principal- 
ships,  viz.:  In  Lakeside,  Pomeroy  and  in  the  High  School. 

Mrs.  Sally  Wright  Farrar,  who  for  a  few  years  has  had  charge  of 
the  school  at  Lakeside,  and  who  was  especially  well  qualified  for  the 
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position,  recently  resigned  on  account  of  ill  health,  and  Miss  Agatha 
Blondin,  who  has  acceptably  served  as  assistant  in  the  school,  was 
promoted  to  the  prihcipalship.  Miss  Marion  A.  Landon  of  this  city, 
Burlington  High  School,  1903,  who  has  served  as  pupil  teacher,  has 
been  appointed  assistant  in  the  school. 

Mrs.  Kate  P.  Miller,  principal  of  the  Pomeroy  School,  now  Mrs. 
Kate  P.  Bryant,  whose  term  of  service  was  exceeded  by  that,  of  few 
of  our  teachers,  left  us  by  resignation  soon  after  the  close  of  the  last 
school  year  for  the  reason  made  obvious  by  her  change  of  name. 

To  the  position  made  vacant  by  Mrs.  Miller's  resignation,  Mrs. 
Marie  H.  Benedict,  for  many  years  teacher  of  the  A  Intermediate 
grade  at  the  Converse  School,  was  appointed. 

For  the  faithful  service  of  the  teachers  who  have  left  us  during 
the  year  I  wish  to  express  appreciation,  and  for  their  loss,  regret. 

After  a  term  of  ten  years  in  the  principalship  of  our  High  School, 
Mr.  Isaac  Thomas  left  us  at  the  close  of  the  last  school  year.  Upon 
Mr.  Thomas  was  imposed  the  task  of  reorganizing  the  school  on  mov- 
ing it  from  the  old  to  the  new  building,  and  he  accomplished  the  work 
with  promptness  and  ability.  Under  him  the  course  of  study  was 
broadened  and  enriched  and  the  school  received  the  college  entrance 
certificate  privileges  granted  to  approved  secondary  schools  by  the 
New  England  College  Entrance  Certificate  Board.  For  the  good  work 
which  Mr.  Thomas  did  here  I  wish  to  express  grateful  acknowledgment 

Mr.  Merritt  D.  Chittenden,  U.  V.  M.  1894,  succeeded  Mr.  Thomas 
and  entered  upon  his  duties  at  the  beginning  of  the  present  school  year. 
Mr.  Chittenden  brought  to  the  position  scholarship  of  high  order,  a 
varied  experience  in  teaching  and  school  management  always  charac- 
terized by  notable  success  and  an  established  reputation  for  excel- 
lence in  whatever  work  he  had  undertaken. 

In  the  short  time  in  which  he  has  had  charge  of  the  school,  Mr. 
Chittenden  has  more  than  fulfilled  our  expectations. 

LOSSES  BY  DEATH. 

During  the  year  we  have  lost  two  of  our  teachers  by  death,  Miss 
Gertrude  Harrington  and  Mr.  Maurice  Fichot. 

Miss  Harrington  was  with  us  but  a  short  time,  but  seldom  has  a 
teacher  at  once  so  endeared  herself  to  her  pupils  and  associates,  or 
won  a  place  in  the  class  of  best  teachers  as  did  she. 
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Mr.  Pichot  brought  his  subject,  the  French  language,  into  greater 
prominence  in  our  course  of  study  than  it  ever  before  held.  He  was  an 
enthusiast  in  his  native  tongue,  and  he  imparted  much  of  his  own 
interest  to  his  pupils.  His  classes  were  crowded,  and  the  reading 
circles  and  clubs  which  he  formed  for  extra,  out-of-school  practice  and 
instruction  were  an  important  feature  of  his  department. 

We  deeply  mourn  the  loss  of  these  teachers. 

GENERAL  CONDITION. 

The  record  of  the  year  shows  no  important  changes  in  course  of 
study  or  in  general  policy. 

The  pendulum  in  writing,  which  a  few  years  ago  went  to  vertical 
form  of  letters,  and  in  arithmetic  to  "spiral"  methods,  has  recently 
been  swinging  back  to  "medial"  or  "inter-medial"  or  slant  styles,  in 
writing,  and  to  the  former  arrangement  of  topics  in  arithmetic,  and 
we  have  yielded  partially  to  the  general  tendency. 

In  writing  we  have  substituted  in  some  instances  the  Whitehouse 
copy  books  or  the  Palmer  method  for  the  "Normal  Review"  books, 
and  in  arithmetic,  the  Southworth-Stone  books  for  the  Werner  books. 

We  have  made  no  sweeping  changes,  or  formal  adoption  of  new 
books,  but  have  made  tentative  substitutions  with  a  view  to  test- 
ing in  actual  use  new  books  and  new  methods.  This  course  in  intro- 
ducing new  books  has  been  followed  here  for  many  years  and  experi- 
ence has  justified  it. 

While  the  subjects  remain  the  same,  and  teachers  should  teach  the 
subjects  and  not  the  books,  there  is  generally  some  advantage  in  a 
teacher's  using  a  book  which  he  likes  and  of  which  he  approves,  and 
this  is  true  although  it  probably  would  be  found  that  there  would  be 
nearly  as  many  different  preferences  as  teachers  consulted. 

A  few  changes  in  text-books  and  in  the  order  of  subjects  have 
been  made  in  the  High  School,  but  special  reference  to  them  is  re- 
served until  the  complete  revised  course  can  be  announced.  It  is 
hoped  that  the  next  report  of  this  department  will  contain  the  course 
of  study  as  now  followed  in  all  grades  of  our  schools. 

MANUAL  TRAINING. 

The  subject  of  Manual  Training  continues  to  be  prominent  in 
discussions  and  plans  for  school  work.    While  the  subject  has  been 
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under  consideration  by  our  Board  of  School  Commissioners,  I  regret 
to  report  that  it  has  not  yet  seemed  feasible  to  introduce  such  training 
systematically  into  our  schools,  and  I  may  add,  that  it  has  not  yet 
been  possible  with  the  appropriations  made  for  the  School  Department. 
I  trust  that  in  the  near  future  a  different  report  can  be  made  and  that 
a  systematic  and  thorough  course  in  Manual  Training  adapted  to  local 
conditions  can  be  added  to  and  included  in  our  curriculum. 

With  a  renewed  and  increasing  sense  of  indebtedness  to  the  School 
Commissioners  and  the  Teachers,  to  the  well  disposed  body  of  pupils 
and  to  an  appreciative  and  forbearing  public,  this  report  is

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REPORT  OF  THE 

TRUSTEES  OF  THE  FLETCHER  FREE 
LIBRARY. 


To  the  Honorable,  the  City  Council,  City  of  Burlington: 

Gextlemex: — The  Trustees  of  the  Fletcher  Free  Library  have  the 
honor  to  transmit  to  you  herewith  the  report  of  the  Librarian  for 
the  year  1908,  containing  the  statistics  of  the  Library  as  to  additions, 
circulation,  etc.,  and  other  matters  of  general  interest. 

The  Trustees  report  with  sorrow  the  death  of  Miss  Sarah  C.  Hagar, 
which  occurred  on  the  24th  of  June.  She  was  appointed  Librarian  of 
the  Fletcher  Free  Library  in  January,  1885,  and  for  twenty-three  years 
of  continuous  service  she  discharged  the  duties  of  the  position  with 
the  utmost  fidelity  and  enthusiasm. 

Her  strength  began  to  fail  early  in  the  last  year,  but  she  refused 
to  leave  her  post,  or  even  to  shorten  her  hours  of  labor  until  forced 
to  do  so  by  actual  physical  disability.  She  came,  to  the  Library  for 
the  last  time  on  Friday,  June  5th,  less  than  three  weeks  before  her 
death  which  brought  a  keen  sense  of  personal  loss,  not  only  to  her 
associates  in  the  Library  and  to  the  Librarians  of  the  State,  but  to 
the  people  of  Burlington  of  all  sorts  and  conditions  and  ages,  whose 
interested  friend  and  helper  she  had  invariably  been.  In  token  of  the 
great  loss  sustained  by  the  Library  and  the  public,  the  Library 
entrance  and  the  desks  inside  were  draped  in  black  for  a  period  of 
thirty  days,  and  the  Library  was  closed  during  the  afternoon  of  her 
funeral,  which  was  held  on  Friday,  June  26th,  from  her  late  home  on 
College  street.  Four  trustees  of  the  Library,  President  Buckham, 
Mayor  Bigelow,  Mr.  Ward  and  Mr.  Van  Patten,  served  as  honorary 
bearers,  and  the  burial  was  in  the  family  lot  in  Lake  View  Cemetery. 
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At  a  special  meeting  of  the  Trustees,  held  on  July  Gth,  1908,  the 
following  minute,  expressive  of  their  estimate  of  Miss  Hagar's  services 
to  the  Library  and  the  community,  was  unanimously  adopted: 

"The  Trustees  of  the  Fletcher  Free  Library  hereby  express  and 
put  upon  their  record,  their  high  estimate  of  the  personal  character 
and  the  professional  services  of  their  late  Librarian,  Miss  Sarah  C. 
Hagar;  for  twenty-three  years  she  has  devoted  herself  to  the  interests 
of  the  Library  and  its  patrons  with  a  zeal  which  has  known  no  limit 
of  time  or  effort;  by  placing  her  large  acquaintance  with  books  and 
their  contents  at  the  service  alike  of  the  mature  student  and  the  child, 
she  has  earned  the  respect  of  the  one  and  the  affection  of  the  other; 
and  our  community  owes  to  her  memory  a  lasting  debt  of  gratitude 
for  the  valuable  work  she  has  done  in  making  the  Library  a  help  to 
the  intelligence,  the  industries  and  the  morality  of  our  people." 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  Vermont  Library  Association,  of  which 
Miss  Hagar  was  the  founder,  was  held  in  Burlington  the  week  follow- 
ing her  death.  Tributes  to  Miss  Hagar's  ability  and  self-sacrifice  in 
her  chosen  work  were  offered  by  librarians  and  others  present,  and 
by  several  of  the  Trustees  of  this  Library,  and  the  following  resolu- 
tions were  adopted: 

"The  Vermont  Library  Association  hereby  expresses  officially  and 
for  its  members  individually  its  sorrow  and  deep  sense  of  loss  in  the 
death  of  Miss  Sarah  C.  Hagar,  She  was  our  first  and  for  ten  years 
continuously  our  president;  for  twenty-three  years  Librarian  of  the 
largest  public  library  in  the  State.  In  position  she  was  a  pioneer  and 
leader,  in  her  unassuming  relationship  to  us,  our  friend  and  sympa- 
thizer. 

"We  acknowledge  our  indebtedness  to  her  for  her  noble  and  self- 
forgetful  example  in  work,  for  her  broad  and  high  ideals,  and  for 
assistance  given  ungrudgingly  and  without  condescension.  We  rejoice 
that  she  was  permitted  such  a  long  life  of  usefulness  in  which  she 
delighted,  and  strength  for  work  until  almost  the  end." 

Obituary  notices  of  Miss  Hagar  appeared  in  the  Burlington  news- 
papers, and  in  a  number  of  other  papers  in  the  State;  in  the  Hartford 
Courant,  in  the  Biennial  Report  of  the  Vermont  Library  Commission, 
and  in  the  library  periodicals — Libraries  for  August,  1908,  and  the 
Library  Journal  for  December,  1908. 
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During  the  interregnum  occasioned  by  Miss  Hagar's  illness  and 
death  the  responsibility  of  the  work  of  the  Library  devolved  upon  the 
Assistant  Librarians,  Miss  Moore  and  Miss  Kidder,  who  with  Miss 
Lapham  and  a  temporary  assistant,  discharged  their  duties  to  the  entire 
satisfaction  of  the  Trustees  and  of  the  public,  so  far  as  we  know. 

Mr.  George  Dana  Smith  was  appointed  Librarian  July  6th,  1908, 
and  entered  upon  his  duties  on  the  1st  of  September.  Mr.  Smith  was 
formerly  a  resident  of  Burlington,  and  for  the  past  five  years  has  held 
the  position  of  Assistant  Librarian  in  the*  Watkinson  Library  of  Ref- 
erence in  Hartford,  Conn.  He  brings  to  his  work  a  thorough  library 
training,  a  wide  knowledge  of  books,  systematic  habits  of  work,  and 
a  strong  desire  to  make  the  Library  of  the  utmost  service  to  the  pub- 
lic. These  qualifications,  with  his  previous  acquaintance  with  the  people 
of  Burlington,  will  enable  him  to  carry  on  his  work  in  the  same  spirit 
of  helpfulness  which  under  Miss  Hagar  became  the  traditional  spirit 
of  the  Library,  and  the  Trustees  feel  that  the  patrons  of  the  Library 
are  to  be  congratulated  on  his  accession.  Some  proposed  changes  in 
the  methods  of  the  Library  service  are  brought  to  your  attention  in 
the  report  of  the  Librarian.  From  the  time  of  Mr.  Smith's  entrance 
upon  his  duties,  September  1st,  the  opening  of  the  Library  on  Sunday 
afternoons,  discontinued  during  the  summer,  has  been  resumed,  and 
the  daily  hours,  shortened  while  the  staff  was  smaller,  have  been  fully 
restored. 

A  number  of  good  photographs  of  scenery  and  reproductions  of 
celebrated  paintings  and  sculptures,  purchased  with  the  proceeds  of 
fines  for  books  overdue,  have  been  framed  and  placed  upon  the  walls 
of  the  Library  to  add  to  the  attractiveness  of  the  rooms;  and  by  the 
kindness  of  Mr.  Van  Patten  growing  plants  have  been  placed  in  the 
windows  and  on  the  mantels,  which  give  pleasure  not  only  to  those 
employed  in  the  Library,  but  to  all  who  frequent  it. 

It  may  not  be  out  of  place  to  mention  here-  the  Institute  for 
Librarians  held  in  Burlington  last  summer  (June  29- July  3),  under 
the  auspices  of  the  State  Library  Commission,  and  in  connection  with 
the  meeting  of  the  State  Library  Association,  to  which  allusion  has 
already  been  made.  An  expert  from  outside  the  State  was  present, 
to  give  practical  and  technical  instruction  in  matters  pertaining  to  the 
management  of  libraries,  and  the  conferences  and  discussions  of  the 
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Librarians  in  regard  to  their  work  were  interesting  and  valuable. 
The  experiment  was  so  successful  that  the  commission  hope  to  make 
the  Institute,  or  Summer  School  for  Librarians,  a  permanent  thing, 
and  to  hold  it  in  Burlington,  where  the  two  large  libraries  and  the 
University  afford  so  many  facilities  for  its  work.

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REPORT  OF  THE 

LIBRARIAN. 


The  Librarian's  annual  report  for  the  year  ending  December  31, 
1908,  the  thirty-fifth  since  the  opening  of  the  Library,  and  the  first 
that  I  have  brought  before  your  Board,  is  respectfully  submitted. 

In  the  report  of  the  Secretary  of  your  Board  a  fitting  tribute  has 
been  given  to  the  memory  of  Miss  Sarah  C.  Hagar.  The  present 
Librarian,  however,  claims  the  privilege  of  adding  a  few  words  of 
appreciation  to  that  report.  Such  an  untiring  worker  as  Miss  Hagar 
does  not  lay  down  her  work  without  leaving  much  that  cannot  be 
readily,  if  ever,  taken  up  by  others.  The  gracious  presence  that  for 
so  many  years  made  everybody  feel  welcome  at  the  Library  will  long 
be  missed.  Scarcely  a  day  passes  that  some  one  does  not  remind  the 
Library  staff  of  help  and  guidance  received  from.  Miss  Hagar,  while 
the  Library  itself  is  a  lasting  reminder  of  how  much  was  in  her  heart 
and  mind  to  do  for  the  betterment  of  this  city. 

On  September  1st  I  assumed  the  duties  of  Librarian  here,  and 
aside  from  the  demands  made  upon  my  time  by  the  usual  routine  ol 
library  work,  I  have  been  engaged  chiefly  in  informing  myself  of  the 
resources  of  the  Library,  its  methods  of  administration,  and  formu- 
lating plans  for  future  work.  My  first  annual  report  must  necessarily 
be  drawn  largely  from  the  records  of  my  assistants. 

During  the  year  940  volumes  have  been  added  to  the  catalogue  of 
accessions,  making  the  total  number  entered  33,039.  The  sources  of 
the  year's  accessions  were  as  follows:  By  purchase  844,  by  gift  96. 
Of  the  number  purchased,  60  volumes  were  to  replace  worn  out  copies 
of  works  in  constant  demand.  Among  the  more  important  additions 
were  the  following:

The  list  of  periodicals  received  currently  included  71  titles  by 
subscription  and  14  by  gift.  One  hundred  and  fifty-five  volumes  of 
periodicals  have  been  bound  during  the  year. 

All  of  the  books  purchased  have  been  catalogued  with  the  excep- 
tion of  a  few  received  since  December  20th.  The  total  number  now 
catalogued  is  24,060  volumes,  representing  17,866  titles  and  47,758 
cards.  In  addition  to  the  catalogue,  a  semi-annual  bulletin  has  been 
issued  for  free  distribution,  a  typewritten  list  of  new  books  posted  in 
the ,  Library,  and  a  list  published  frequently  in  the  Burlington  Free 
Press. 

The  inventory  for  the  year  shows  174  volumes  missing,  of  which 
47  are  fiction,  42  non-fiction,  and  85  children's  books. 

The  books  given  out  for  home  use  in  1908  numbered  42,688,  an 
increase  of  1,136  over  last  year.  The  circulation  of  fiction  and  books 
for  the  young  was  31,145,  a  slight  decrease  from  last  year.  The  books 
most  called  for  have  probably  been  Theodora  Peck's  "Sword  of  Dun- 
dee," Professor  George  H.  Palmer's  "Life  of  Alice  Freeman  Palmer," 
and  Drs.Worcester  and  McComb's  "Religion  and  Medicine."  The  Library 
can  do  very  little  towards  supplying  the  demand  for  the  much  adver- 
tised current  fiction;  95  titles  have  been  added  this  year,  with  dupli- 
cate copies  of  all  that  seemed  to  be  of  any  lasting  worth  or  interest. 
To  supply  more  satisfactorily  the  eager  demand  for  the  latest  novel, 
it  will  be  necessary  to  follow  the  example  of  many  public  libraries  by 
providing  a  duplicate  collection  of  fiction  for  circulation  upon  payment 
of  a  small  charge  per  day.  The  books  are  loaned  only  to  Library  card 
holders,  or  upon  deposit,  and  as  soon  as  the  books  have  paid  for  them- 
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selves  they  are  placed  upon  the  free  shelves.  This  system  has  proved 
successful  elsewhere,  and  would  doubtless  be  accptable  to  a  large  class 
of  readers  here.  It  would  relieve  the  Library  of  the  necessity  of  using 
any  of  its  income  for  duplicate  fiction,  and  would  considerably  enlarge 
the  service  of  the  Library. 

In  last  year's  report  your  Librarian  called  attention  to  the  increase 
of  population  in  the  city,  and  commented  upon  the  lack  of  a  correspond- 
ing increase  in  the  circulation  of  the  Library.  This  is  a  condition  that 
ought  soon  to  be  relieved  by  the  establishment  of  delivery  stations, 
to  be  kept  open  one  or  two  evenings  a  week,  one  at  Lakeside  Park  and 
another  in  the  vicinity  of  Archibald  street.  The  Library  could  thus 
extend  its  service  by  furnishing  good  and  useful  books  to  a  class  of 
readers  either  unable  to  come,  or  not  sufficiently  interested  to  come 
to  the  central  Library  now. 

The  reference  work  has  continued  practically  the  same  as  in  other^ 
years.  In  addition  -to  frequent  requests  at  the  desk  for  assistance, 
many  have  availed  themselves  of  the  open  shelves,  and  there  is  a 
growing  use  of  the  catalogue  for  reference  purposes.  As  situated  now, 
we  are  not  able  to  keep,  statistics  of  the  books  used  in  the  Library 
either  for  general  reading  or  reference  work.  That  the  number  is 
large,  is  evident  from  the  constant  use  of  the  reading  tables,  which 
are  usually  filled  afternoons  and  evenings  to  their  seating  capacity. 

Requests  from  other  libraries  and  out-of-town  literary  clubs  have 
been  received  for  the  loan  of  books  on  various  subjects,  but  more 
particularly  on  the  early  history  of  Vermont  and  Lake  Champlain. 
Owing  to  the  interest  of  Burlington  readers  in  the  approaching  Ter- 
centenary of  Lake  Champlain,  we  have  not  been  able  always  to  supply 
books  on  that  subject  to  non-residents. 

The  use  of  the  children's  room  gradually  increases  without  special 
effort  on  the  part  of  the  Library.  Seventy-four  volumes  have  been 
added  to  the  children's  department  this  year.  Bulletins  illustrating 
anniversary  days,  and  giving  attractive  reading-lists  have  beeu  duly 
provided.  Nearly  every  afternoon  the  stereoscopic  views  are  in  con- 
stant use.  Such  a  crowd  of  eager,  restless  children  often  requires 
discipline  and  more  individual  attention  than  we  are  able  to  give  at 
all  hours  of  the  day.  If  it  can  be  arranged  later  to  have  all  of  the 
children's  books  charged  and  discharged  in  the  room  itself,  instead  of 
the  main  desk,  it  would  be  possible  to  keep  an  attendant  there  most 
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of  the  time,  and  so  maintain  a  more  even  discipline.  As  one  object 
of  the  children's  department  is  to  supplement  the  work  of  the  schools, 
I  would  suggest  that  some  limit  be  given  to  the  number  of  books  that 
a  child  under  fourteen  be  allowed  to  exchange  per  week  when  school 
is  in  session.  There  are  a  number  of  children  now  that  exchange 
books  from  four  to  six  times  every  week.  So  much  pleasure  reading 
as  the  loan  of  so  many  books  implies,  must  be  a  serious  interference 
with  the  work  of  the  average  child  in  school. 

On  September  20th,  we  resumed  opening  the  Library  on  Sunday 
afternoons  from  2  to  6  for  reading  only.  No  account  has  been  kept 
of  the  attendance,  but  for  the  past  two  months  it  must  have  averaged 
upwards  of  seventy  .-five.  The  real  object  of  Sunday  opening  is  evi- 
dently not  fully  understood  by  all,  as^  there  seems  to  be  a  tendency, 
particularly  among  some  of  the  young  people  to  use  the  Library  on 
that  day  as  a  meeting-place  for  social  purposes  rather  than  for  read- 
ing. To  prevent  such  abuse  of  the  privileges  of  the  Library  it  has  been 
necessary  to  enforce  strict  regulations  regarding  conversation  and 
noise.  Some  member  of  the  staff,  and  an  attendant  especially  engaged 
for  the  day,  are  on  duty  each  Sunday. 

Few  changes  have  been  made  in  administration  during  the  year. 
Since  October  1st  the  stack  room  has  been  kept  open  during  all  library 
hours,  with  the  exception  of  Sunday,  when  books  are  not  circulated. 
On  that  day,  as  many  books  as  may  be  desired,  are  given  out  upon 
request,  for  use  in  the  reference  or  children's  room. 

A  simple  system  of  account-keeping  has  been  opened  and  will  be 
somewhat  extended  the  coming  year.  It  will  be  itemized  sufficiently 
to  enable  us  to  render  more  complete  records  and  statistics  than  at 
present.  As  authorized  by  vote  in  your  last  regular  meeting,  we  shall 
soon  begin  using  the  Newark  charging  system,  slightly  modified  to 
meet  our  needs.  By  making  this  change  we  hope  to  give  quicker  service 
at  the  charging  desk,  and  by  the  more  accurate  record  than  the  slip 
system^  now  in  use  gives,  be  able  to  reduce  our  losses,  A  new  regis- 
tration of  borrowers,  which  has  been  needed  for-  some  time,  will  be 
required. 

At  a  previous  meeting  attention  was  called  to  the  overcrowded 
condition  of  both  stack  .and  reference  rooms.  Additional  shelving  is 
much  needed.    If  funds  are  available  for  the  piirpose,  the  stack  room 
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should  be  completed  or  provision  made  in  one  of  the  gallery  rooms 
for  the  storing  of  a  considerable  number  of  the  less  used  books. 

I  desire  to  thank  the  president  and  other  members  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees  for  their  kindly  interest  and  counsel.

REPORT  OF 

BOARD  OF  HEALTH. 


To  the  HonomMe,  the  City  Council: 

The  Board  of  Health  of  the  city  of  Burlington  has  the  honor  to 
herewith  present  its  report  for  the  calendar  year  of  1908. 

The  personnel  of  the  Board  has  been  changed  by  the  appointment 
of  Dr.  B.  H.  Stone  in  place  of  Dr.  P.  B.  Clark,  whose  term  expired 
May  1st,  1908,  and  Arthur  W.  Hill  to  fill  out  the  unexpired  term  of 
C.  L.  Smith,  resigned. 

The  Board  at  its  annual  meeting  organized  by  the  election  of 
H.  R.  Watkins,  president;  B.  H.  Stone,  vice-president;  and  A.  W.  Hill, 
secretary.  The  following  appointments  were  made:  City  Physician, 
J.  H.  Dodds;  Milk  and  Food  Inspector,  L.  P.  Sprague;  Plumbing  In- 
spector, A.  B.  Kingsland;  Caretaker  of  City  Dumps,  Jos.  Langlois. 

In  its  work,  the  Board  has  in  general  followed  the  precedent  set 
by  the  previous  Board.  There  have  been  comparatively  few  important 
questions  to  pass  upon  this  year,  as  most  of  the  detailed  work  has 
been  done  by  efficient  appointees  of  the  Board, 

Your  Board  is  much  gratified  to  state  that  in  one  respect  the  sani- 
tary condition  of  the  city  has  been  much  improved.  The  installation 
of  the  Filter  Plant  has  bettered  the  water  supply  very  materially.  This 
is  borne  out  not  only  by  analytical  results,  but  also  by  the  decrease 
in  the  number  of  cases  of  intestinal  diseases  since  the  plant  has  been 
running.  We  feel  that  with  careful  operation  of  the  filter,  our  water 
supply  may  from  now  on  be  disregarded  as  a  source  of  danger. 

For  the  details  of  the  work  done  under  this  department,  your 
Board  would  respectfully  refer  you  to  the  reports  of  its  appointees,

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REPORT  OF 

HEALTH  OFFICER. 


To  the  Honorable  Commissioners  of  Health: 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  the  annual  report  of  the 
Health  Officer  for  the  year  1908: 

The  total  number  of  deaths  from  all  causes  during  the  year  was 
four  hundred  and  twenty-nine  (429).  This  number  included  twenty- 
nine  (29)  still  births,  and  forty-eight  (48)  deaths  of  non-residents  at 
hospitals.  If  these  were  omitted  in  making  the  computation,  the  death 
rate,  based  upon  an  estimated  population  of  22,000,  is  16.0  to  each 
1,000  inhabitants. 

The  year  has  been  one  of  exceptional  good  health  for  the  city, 
especially  as  regards  contagious  diseases.  There  were  reported  a  total 
of  two  hundred  and  seventeen  (217)  contagious  diseases  of  all  kinds 
with  twenty-two  (22)  deaths,  compared  with  three  hundred  and  twelve, 
cases  and  forty-three  deaths  in*1907.  There  has  been  a  notable  decrease 
in  diphtheria,  one  hundred  and  three  cases  having  been  reported, 
against  one  hundred  and  fifty-five  last  year.  Especial  interest  also 
attaches  to  the  statistics  of  typhoid  fever,  with  twenty  cases  reported, 
compared  with  twenty-eight  last  year.  Of  these,  all  but  four  oc- 
curred prior  to  the  opening  of  the  filtration  plant.  In  other  words, 
from  April  to  December  inclusive  there  were  four  cases,  and  two  of 
these  are  known  to  have  originated  in  other  places.  During  the  same 
period  last  year,  there  were  fifteen  cases. 

There  were  also  five  cases  of  measles,  seventeen  of  mumps,  twenty- 
eight  of  scarlet  fever,  fourteen  of  tuberculosis,  twenty-five  of  varicella, 
three  of  whooping  cough,  one  of  German  measles  and  one  of  erysipelas. 
There  were  five  deaths  from  diphtheria,  fourteen  from  tuberculosis, 
and  two  from  typhoid  fever. 

I  would  respectfully  call  the  attention  of  your  Honorable  Body  to 
certain  needed  changes,  which  I  believe,  must  soon  be  acted  upon  in 
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some  manner.  The  sewer  outlet,  which  now  passes  under  the  tracks 
of  the  Rutland  railroad,  and  over  land  owned  by  that  company, 
is  in  such  condition  that  the  sewage  overflows  a  large  area  of  ground 
during  the  high  water  period,  and  on  settling  and  drying,  constitutes 
a  nuisance  which  must  sooner  or  later  be  abated.  I  believe  it  is  de- 
sirable that  a  more  permanent  and  sanitary  conduit  be  constructed,  in 
order  to  keep  the  good  name  of  our  city  among  travelers  who  pass  this 
place  on  the  Rutland  trains. 

In  this  connection  I  desire  to  call  your  attention  to  the  faulty 
condition  of  many  of  the  catch  basins  along  our  streets.  The  com- 
bined efforts  of  the  Street  and  Health  Departments  have  not  been 
sufficient  to  prevent  sewer  gas  from  escaping  from  these  catch  basins, 
and  it  is  probable  that  at  no  very  distant  date  the  city  will  have  to 
face  the  problem  of  overhauling  its  entire  sewage  system. 

Our  present  system  of  garbage  collection  is  very  unsatisfactory, 
and  I  urge  your  Honorable  Body  to  submit  to  the  City  Council  the 
matter  of  municipal  garbage  collection,  or  at  least  a  new  system  of 
issuing  licenses  for  garbage  gatherers. 

I  have  to  report  a  decided  improvement  in  the  various  dumping 
places  about  the  city,  and  a  decrease  in  the  number  of  public  nuisances. 
There  are  still  some  houses  with  drains  and  sewers  not  connected,  and 
to  accomplish  this  work  the  co-operation  of  the  Street  Department 
will  probably  be  necessary.

ANALYSIS  OF  VITAL  STATISTICS., 

There  were  six  hundred  and  three  (603)  births  and  four  hundred 
and  twenty-nine  (429)  deaths,  the  excess  of  births  over  deaths  being 
one  hundred  and  seventy-four  (174).  There  were  forty-five  (45)  more 
births  and  twenty-five  (25)  less  deaths  than  in  1907.  Still  births  are 
included  in  the  totals  of  each. 
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MAERIAGES, 

The  ratio  of  persons  married  to  the  estimated  population  (22,000) 
is  1  in  123.5. 

Seasons. — There  were  thirty-two  (32)  marriages  in  the  first  quar- 
ter, fifty-five  (55)  in  the  second,  forty-one  (41)  in  the  third  and  fifty 
(50)  in  the  fourth.  The  largest  number  occurred  in  June,  twenty- 
seven  (27),  and  the  smallest  number  in  March,  five  (5). 

Nativity. — One  hundred  and  thirty  (130)  grooms  and  one  hun- 
dred and  forty-three  (143)  brides  were  born  in  the  United  States; 
thirty-four  (34)  grooms  and  twenty-four  (24)  brides  in  Canada;  no 
grooms  and  four  (4)  brides  in  Ireland,  and  fourteen  (14)  grooms  and 
seven  (7)  brides  in  other  countries. 

BIKTHS. 

The  proportion  of  live  births  to  estimated  population  (22,000)  is 
1  in  38.3. 

Sex. — Males,  three  hundred  seventeen  (317);  females,  two  hundred 
eighty-six  (286). 

Parentage. — Three  hundred  ninety-four  (394)  fathers  and  four 
hundred  twenty-one  (421)  mothers  were  born  in  the  United  States; 
one  hundred  thirteen  (113)  fathers  and  one  hundred  four  (104) 
mothers  in  Canada;  four  (4)  fathers  and  eight  (8)  mothers  in  Ire- 
land; seventy-six  (76)  fathers  and  seventy  (70)  mothers  in  other  coun- 
tries, and  the  nativity  of  twenty-six  (26)  fathers  was  unknown. 

Seasons. — One  hundred  fifty-one  (151)  births  occurred  in  the -first 
quarter;  one  hundred  sixty-three  (163)  in  the  second;  one  hundred 
fifty  (150)  in  the  third,  and  one  hundred  thirty-nine  (139)  in  the 
fourth. 

Locality. — The  smallest  number  of  births,  thirty-two  (32)  oc- 
curred in  the  First  Ward;  one  hundred  sixteen  (116)  in  the  Second; 
one  hundred  forty-one  (141)  in  the  Third;  one  hundred  sixteen  (116) 
in  the  Fourth;  eighty-eight  (88)  in  the  Fifth;  and  one  hundred  ten 
(110)  in  the  Sixth. 

Age  of  Mothers. — The  age  at  which  mothers  bore  the  greatest  num- 
ber of  children  was  twenty-two  (22),  forty-one  (41)  children  having 
been  borne  by  mothers  of  that  age.  The  youngest  mother  was  fifteen 
(15)  and  the  oldest  f orty-f our  ( 44 ) . 
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DEATHS. 

The  proportion  of  deaths,  the  total  number  being  four  hundred 
twenty-nine  (429)  to  estimated  population  (22,000),  is  1  in  51.2. 

Seasons. — The  greatest  number  of  deaths,  one  hundred  twenty 
(120),  occurred  in  the  first  quarter.  The  smallest  number  eighty-nine 
(89),  in  the  last.  The  greatest  monthly  mortality  was  in  March, 
fifty-one  (51),  and  the  smallest  in  August,  twenty-six  (26). 

Sex. — Two  hundred  twenty  (220)  were  males  and  two  hundred 
nine  (209).  females.  One  hundred  twenty-three  (123)  were  married, 
fifty-nine  (59)  were  widowed,  and  two  hundred  forty-seven  (247) 
were  single. 

Age. — One  hundred  sixty-four  (164)  were  under  one  year  of  age, 
seventeen  (17)  were  between  one  and  five  years  of  age,  twenty-four 
(24)  between  five  and  twenty  years  of  age,  forty-seven  (47)  between 
twenty  and  fifty  years  of  age,  seventy-nine  (79)  between  fifty  and 
seventy  years  of  age,  and  seventy-five  (75)  were  seventy  or  over. 

Nativity. — ^One  hundred  forty-five  (145)  were  born  in  Burlington, 
one  hundred  ninety-one  (191)  in  other  parts  of  the  United  States, 
flfty-two  (52)  in  Canada,  twenty-two  (22)  in  Ireland,  thirteen  (13) 
in  other  countries,  and  five  (5)  not  stated. 

Locality.' — The  largest  number,  one  hundred  forty-nine  (149), 
occurred  in  Ward  Four;  the  smallest  number,  forty-six  (46).  in  Ward 
Six.

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REPORT  OP  THE 

MILK  INSPECTOR. 


To  the  Board  of  Health,  City  of  Burlington: 

Gentlemen": — xis  Milk  Inspector  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the 
following  report  to  you  for  the  j^ear  ending  December  31st,  1908: 

'  The  work  of  this  department  has  been  performed  along  the  same 
lines  as  those  of  last  year.  The  work  has  been  facilitated  by  the 
passage  of  the  milk  ordinance  which  enabled  the  Inspector  to  place 
in  the  hands  of  milk  producers  and  dealers  exact  rules  for  their  guid- 
ance. 

During  the  year  twenty-two  retail  licenses  at  $5  each  and  sixty- 
five  wholesale  licenses  at  $2  have  been  issued.  Of  these  one  has  been 
revoked.  This  was  due  to  improper  handling  of  the  milk  utensils, 
the  Inspector  finding  the  milk  cans  unwashed  in  the  afternoon  of  a 
hot  summer  day.  The  party  was  warned  that  if  this  occurred  again, 
the  license  would  be  revoked.  A  few  days  later,  the  same  condition 
was  again  found,  and  the  license  was  accordingly  .revoked.  In  sev- 
eral other  instances  the  warning  that  the  license  would  be  revoked 
has  served  to  stimulate  the  licensee  to  remedy  unsanitary  conditions. 

While  at  present  the  sanitary  conditions  of  most  of  the  stables 
are  not  ideal,  they  are  on  the  whole  satisfactory,  the  chief  criticism 
being  the  crowded  conditions.  However,  we  can  not  expect  new  stables 
to  be  built  in  every  instance,  but  simply  that  the  stables  shall  be  kept 
whitewashed,  cleaned,  well  ligiited  and  ventilated.  In  several  cases, 
new  stables  have  been  built,  and  in  others  new  floors  laid,  stanchions 
repaired,  windows  cut,  and  other  needed  alterations  made.  In  ac- 
xiordance  with  the  ordinance,  the  stables  have  all  been  whitewashed, 
which  has  done  much  to  improve  the  lighting  and  cleanliness  of  the 
stables. 
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At  present  the  health  of  the  cows  is  good.  Whereas  one  year 
ago  less  than  one-half  of  the  dairymen  had  had  their  herds  tuberculin 
tested,  at  present  all  have  been  so  tested.  Inability  to  get  a  State  test, 
through  no  fault  of  the  State  officials,  however,  has  prevented  the 
test  from  being  made  as  promptly  as  it  should  have  been  in  some  cases. 
It  seemed  unfair  to  oblige  a  dairyman  to  have  a  private  test  and 
thereby  not  only  cause  him  to  pay  the  cost  of  the  test  but  also  run 
the  risk  of  losing  his  entire  herd  without  compensation,  It  is  hoped 
during  the  present  year,  with  the  aid  of  the  new  State  law,  that  the 
tuberculosis  question  can  be  regulated  to  the  satisfaction  of  all. 

Samples  of  milk  and  cream  have  been  collected  and  analyzed  at 
irregular  intervals,  the  total  number  of  such  samples  being  322,  of 
which  282  conform  to  the  State  Board  of  Health  standard.  Of  those 
below  standard,  26  were  due  to  a  high  bacterial  count,  during  the 
summer  months.  Investigation  showed  this  to  be  due  chiefly  to  the 
method  of  cooling  milk.  It  is  strain'ed  into  large  cans  and  these  set 
into  tubs  of  cold  water,  and  while  the  outer  surface  is  thus  quickly 
cooled,  that  in  the  center  is  cooled  slowly,  so  that  the  bacteria  mul- 
tiply enormously.  This  can  be  remedied  by  frequent  stirring  so  that 
the  product  is  cooled  and  aerated  throughout.  Occasionally  a  dirty 
sample  of  milk  is  found,  but  so  rarely  that  it  would  seem  to  be  acci- 
dental. One  sample  of  watered  milk  v/as  detected  and  the  producer, 
who  plead  guilty,  was  fined  $100. 

The  condition  of  the  creameries  and  milk  depots  is  satisfactory. 
While  the  number  of  these  have  increased,  their  equipment  for  hand- 
ling milk  has  improved,  due  in  a  large  measure  to  the  regulations 
laid  down  in  the  milk  ordinance.  One  dealer  who  previously  handled 
a  large  amount  of  milk  in  a  room  partitioned  off  from  a  horse  stable, 
has  moved  into  a  building  the  ground  floor  of  which  is  entirely  de- 
voted to  his  milk  business.  The  milk  is  now  kept  in  closed  ice  chests, 
v/hich  are  used  only  for  the  storing  of  milk.  There  are,  however, 
many  stores  throughout  the  city  handling  milk  which  they  buy  already 
bottled  from  the  regular  dealers.  Many  of  these  sell  the  milk  simply 
to  enable  them  to  keep  open  store  Sundays,  and  the  milk  is  not 
handled  in  a  proper  manner.  It  is  hoped  that  this  can  be  remedied 
during  the  present  year. 

Finally,  I  would  call  attention  to  the  Revised  City  Charter,  which 
provides  that  every  person  selling  milk  in  the  city  of  Burlington  must 
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pay  a  license.  Formerly,  the  license  was  paid  by  the  producer,  who 
in  many  instances  did  not  bring  a  pound  of  milk  into  the  city.  The 
milk  was  produced  and  sold  outside  the  municipal  limits,  and  brought 
in  by  persons  who  might  or  might  not  pay  a  license,  according  as  to 
whether  or  not  they  owned  cows.  It  is  now  recommended  to  have 
certificates  of  inspection  issued  to  all  producers  who  comply  with  the 
regulations  of  the  milk  ordinance  and  require  all  milk  sold  in  the  city 
to  come  from  such  inspected  and  registered  dairies.  During  the  latter 
part  of  the  -year  some  milk  has  been  brought  into  the  city  from 
unlicensed  dairies,  but  for  several  reasons  it  seemed  best  not  to  prose- 
cute them,  chiefly  on  account  of  the  contemplated  changes  in  the  city 
charter.

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REPORT  OF 

LIGHT  COMMISSIONERS. 


To  the  Honorable,  the  City  Council,  of  Burlington,  Vermont: 

Gentlemen: — The  Light  Commissioners  submit  their  report  for 

the  year  ending  December  31,  1908,  it  being  the  fourth  annual  report 

from  this  department. 

Three  and  one-half  years  of  service  has  now  been  furnished  by 

the  Municipal  Electric  Plant.      The  demand  for  services  from  the 

city  plant  during  the  year  1908  has  exceeded  that  of  any  year  in  its 

brief  history. 

Notwithstanding  the  reduction  in  the  price  of  electric  current  of 
about  20  per  cent,  for  street  lights  and  about  30  per  cent,  for  all  other 
lights,  as  a  result  of  the  installation  of  a  municipal  electric  plant,  the 
department  has  been  able  at  all  times  to  pay  the  operating  and  main- 
tenance expenses  from  its  receipts,  so  that  during  all  the  time  of  opera- 
tion it  has  not  had  occasion  to  ask  for  a  dollar  for  these  expenses, 
as  they  have  not  only  paid  from  the  receipts  all  the  expense  of  opera- 
tion and  maintenance,  but  have  also  paid  all  interest  on  the  bonds  and 
loans  for  construction  and  have  still  left  a  considerable  sum  in  the  city 
treasury. 

This  showing,  in  spite  of  the  very  energetic  competition  the  city 
plant  has  encountered  since  its  start,  is  ample  proof  to  all  fair-minded 
people  that  even  in  Burlington  a  municipal  electric  plant  has  done  the 
city  and  its  residents  a  real  and  a  creditable  service. 

During  the  year  some  improvements  have  been  made  at  the  power 
station,  the  most  noticeable  of  these  being  the  laying  of  the  permanent 
floor  in  the  operating  or  engine  room. 

This  puts  the  whole  station  in  good  shape,  and  we  take  pleasure 
in  inviting  your  Honorable  Body  to  visit  the  plant,  as  a  body  or  indi- 
vidually, that  you  may  see  what  the  city  has  there,  its  actual  condition 
in  all  respects,  and  we  ask  honest  criticism  with  a  view  to  improve- 
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ment  in  any  respect  as  to  the  operation  of  the  plant,  the  service  ren- 
dered, or  that  which  would  tend  to  reduce  any  of  the  expenses. 

The  increased  demand  for  service  from  the  plant  has  now  become 
so  great,  we  are  convinced  it  will  be  wise  and  money  well  spent  to 
soon  install  another  boiler,  that  the  supply  of  steam  may  be  ample  at 
all  times,  and  still  have  a  reserve  boiler  for  use  whenever  it  may  be 
necessary  to  repair  any  of  them. 

The  suggestion  of  the  Superintendent  as  to  the  better  facilities  for 
handling  coal  received  by  rail,  meets  our  hearty  approval,  and  we  trust 
may  be  accomplished  in  the  near  future. 

To  all  those  who  use  electric  current  from  the  city  plant  we  ex- 
tend our  thanks  and  hereby  express  a  cordial  appreciation  of  their 
patronage. 

The  Superintendent,  C.  W.  Taggart,  rendered  another  year  of  faith- 
ful service,  and  we  gladly  testify  to  his  careful  supervision  of  the  work 
committed  to  his  charge. 

For  a  full  detail  of  operation  we  refer  you  to  the  report  of  the 
Superintendent,  herewith  submitted. 

To  those  of  your  Honorable  Body  and  all  others  who  by  word  or 
act  have  aided  this  department  in  their  efforts  to  serve  the  city,  we 
tender  our  thanks  with  the  assurance  of  a  very  grateful  appreciation.

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REPORT  OF 

SUPERINTENDENT  OF  ELECTRIC  LIGHT 

PLANT. 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Electric  Light  Commissioners  of  the  City 
of  Burlington: 

Gentlemen: — In  presenting  to  your  Honorable  Board  this,  the 
fourth  annual  report,  I  take  pleasure  in  assuming  that  the  results  as 
hereinafter  set  forth  will  meet  with  your  approval. 

The  total  resources  from  operating  for  the  year  of  1908  were 
$36,593.87  and  the  total  operating  expenses,  covering  maintenance, 
interest,  salaries,  fuel,  supplies,  etc.,  were  $33,913.03,  leaving  a  gross 
gain  of  $2,68.0.84,  or  an  increase  of  $1,421.04  over  the  profits  of  the  pre- 
ceding year. 

The  inventory  shows  that  the  plant's  assets  represent  $142,244.19 
and'  that  the  entire  liabilities  are  but  $134,460.66.  Thus  a  neat  little 
balance  to  the  good  of  $7,783.53  stands  as  evidence  that  the  plant  has 
enjoyed  a  year  of  prosperity.

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  call  your  attention  to  the  need  of  soon 
adding  another  boiler  to  the  present  boiler  plant.  This  should  be  done 
before  the  business  of  another  fall  sets  in. 

I  would  also  suggest  that  more  adequate  facilities  be  made  for 
receiving  coal  at  the  plant.  This  can  best  be  done  by  a"  siding  con- 
necting with  the  C.  V.  track,  thereby  allowing  us  to  discharge  all  rail 
coal  direct  to  storage  bins.  Our  present  manner  of  receiving  this  fuel 
adds  35  cents  a  ton  to  the  cost.  While  this  is  not  a  large  amount  in 
itself,  the  aggregate  for  the  year  makes  an  item  that  should  not  be 
neglected. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  members  of  the  Board  and  the  various  city 
officials  who  have  assisted  in  my  work  during  the  past  year.

To  the  Honorable,  the  City  Council,  Gity_  of  Burlington: 

Gentlemen: — As  required  by  ordinance,  the  Board  of  Water  Com- 
missioners herewith  submit  their  report  for  the  year  ending  December 
31,  1908. 

The  receipts  from  water  rates  for  the  year  havq  been  $49,580.73. 
The  unpaid  water  bills,  which  are  seventy-two  in  number,  amount  to 
$342.30.    Two  places  are  off  for  non-payment. 

The  pumpage  for  the  year  is  424,655,775  gallons,  an  increase  over 
last  year  of  43,669,775  gallons. 

A  deposit  to  the  Sinking  Fund  of  $7,814.72  has  been  made,  which 
is  $5,446.79  in  excess  of  the  amount  required  by  the  city  charter.  The 
value  of  Sinking  Fund  at  date  is  $35,388.61. 

The  bonded  debt  of  the  city  on  account  of  this  department  is  as 
follows: 

Four  per  cent,  bonds,  due  in  1914   $  30,000  00 

Four  per  cent,  bonds,  due  in  1919   58,000  00 

Four  per  cent,  bonds,  due  in  1926   100,000  00

The  appropriation  for  1908  has  been  sufficient  to  meet  all  expenses 
of  the  department,  including  interest,  $1,651.53  for  construction,  and 
deposit  to  the  Sinking  Fund  of  $5,446.79  in  excess  of  the  5  per  cent, 
of  the  appropriation  required  by  ordinance. 

Filtered  water  has  been  furnished  the  consumers  since  April  last 
and  ,  the  filter  plant  is  now  operating  with  high  efficiency.  The  plant 
is  in  charge  of  a  competent  chemist  and  an  assistant,  and  the  opera- 
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tion  is  controlled  by  daily  bacteriological  analyses.  The  character  of 
the  water  can  be  ascertained  by  consulting  the  report  of  the  Board  of 
Health.  The  contractor's  guarantee  does  not  run  out  until  next  sum- 
mer and  some  minor  changes  are  still  to  be  made  by  him  under  the 
direction  of  the  construction  committee,  so  a  full  report  concerning 
the  filter  plant  will  not  be  made  until  the  next  City  Report.

The  large  pumpage  for  the  month  of  July, 
without  parallel  in  the  history  of  our  Works,  was  caused  by  an  un- 
usual demand  of  the  Burlington  Light  and  Power  Company  gas  plant, 
and  a  leak  of  the  main  on '  King  street,  and  the  waste  occasioned  by 
the  change  from  raw  to  filtered  water.

One  of  the  above  named  replaces  an  old  service,  which  has  been 
discontinued  at  the  northeast  corner  of  South  Willard  and  Maple 
streets.  Also  two  services  on  South  Winooski  avenue  at  the  foot  of 
Buell  street.  Three  services  for  the  Gas  Works  on  Pine  street,  and 
one  service  just  south  of  No.  204  South  Willard  street,  because  they 
were  not  likely  to  be  ever  used  again. 

Two  services  replaced  last  year,  have  been  discontinued,  namely: 
No.  87  South  Willard  and  the  Court  House  on  Church  street.

HIGH  SERVICE. 


The  consumption  on  high  service  as  indicated  by  the  pumping 
records  of  that  station  was  nearly  16%  million  gallons,  or  about  4  per 
cent,  of  that  of  the  low  service.  Of  this  amount,  about  71  per  cent, 
v  as  measured  to  consumers  through  meters;  5  per  cent,  was  the  esti- 
mated loss  in  the  motor;  11%  per  cent,  was  used  at  the  motor  valves; 
about  5  per  cent,  returned  to  the  reservoir  by  way  of  the  overflow 
pipe;  7V-J  per  cent,  remains  unaccounted  for.

A  large  portion  of  this  amount  may  be  charged  to  leaks  discovered 
and  repaired  at  No.  2  Colchester  avenue,  and  in  the  return  pipe  on 
Prospect  street. 

About  81  per  cent,  of  the  pumpage  was  accomplished  by  the  auto- 
matic machine,  operated  by  down  town  consumption,  and  the  remaining 
19  per  cent,  by  the  auxiliary  steam  pump.

METERS. 

There  are  now  in  use  3,200  meters,  an  increase  of  9-1  over  last  year. 
In  size  they  range  from  three-eights  to  three  inches,  and  are  mostly 
of  the  displacement  type,  insuring  actual  and  accurate  measurement. 
Current  meters  are  used  on  elevator  service  only.  Not  a  meter  goes 
into  service  unless  it  has  been  tested  at  our  benches  and  found  to  be 
within  3  per  cent,  of  the  standard.  Consumers  enjoy  the  privilege  of 
seeing  their  meters  tested  and  without  expense  at  any  time.  The 
straight  reading  register  has  been  preferred  because  it  facilitates  in- 
spections, eliminates  errors  and  makes  it  easy  for  anybody  to  verify 
the  statements  rendered  by  the  Registrar,  as  customary  statements  are 
taken  and  careful  inspections  made  every  six  weeks,  or  oftener,  in 
order  to  reduce  loss  by  waste  to  a  negligible  minimum. 

All  meters  are  cleaned  and  repaired  every  seven  years,  or  oftener, 
if  necessary.  During  the  year  552  meters  of  various  sizes  were  cleaned 
and  repaired.    All  this  work  was  done  by  our  regular  employees. 

Of  the  water  pumped,  about  58  per  cent,  has  passed  through  meters, 
yielding  about  87%  per  cent,  of  the  revenue.  Allowing  5  per  cent, 
for  slippage  in  pumps  and  12  per  cent,  for  leakage,  waste  and  use  for 
fire  purposes,  we  find  that  the  remaining  25  per  cent,  of  the  pumpage, 
sold  at  flat  or  schedule  rates,  has  yielded  only  12%  per  cent,  of  the 
revenue. 

Good  evidence,  indeed,  in  favor  of  the  meter  system,  still  confirmed 
by  practical  experience  gained  at  the  high  service,  which  is  all  met- 
ered. 

It  did  not  bcome  necessary  to  use  the  auxiliary  steam  plant  at 
the  high  service  station,  except  during  the  cleaning  of  reservoirs  and 
repairs  of  the  pumps. 
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The  high  lift  pumps  at  the  lower  station  have  been  thoroughly 
repaired  and  are  now  in  good  working  condition. 

The  buildings  at  the  high  and  low  stations  have  been  painted  inside 
and  out,  and  otherwise  repaired. 

A  new  derrick  has  been  installed  to  enable  the  unloading  of  coal 
and  pipes  with  better  advantage  and  safety. 

A  ten  inch  main  has  been  laid  on  North  Prospect  street  from  North 
to  North  Branch  to  replace  a  four  inch  cement  main  to  give  better  fire 
protection  in  that  district. 

All  precaution  has  been  taken  to  empty  and  clean  the  low  and 
upper  reservoirs  and  refill  them  with  filtered  water.  The  pipes  have 
been  flushed  at  different  places  through  hydrants  and  blow-offs.

Willard  street — An  8-inch  macadam  roadway  from  Cliff  street 
southerly  345  feet,  and  from  Beech  to  Shelburne  street  1,050  feet  con- 
structed, the  latter  portion  being  dressed  with  a  coating  of  tarvia; 
also  curbed  and  the  gutters  paved  from  Beech  to  Shelburne  and  from 
Cliff  to  Howard  street. 

Winooski  avenue — Curbed  and  the  gutters  paved  from  Maple  to 
King  street,  the  roadway  from  Bank  to  Cherry  street  405  feet  re- 
dressed with  stone  and  an  8-inch  macadam  roadway  constructed  fron, 
North  to  Union  street  700  feet,  and  the  roadway  of  that  part  com- 
monly called  the  "lower  road"  was  redressed  with  crushed  stone  of 
a  minimum  thickness  of  four  inches  and  finally  dressed  with  a  coating 
of  tarvia.

OF  THE 

CHIEF  "ENGINEER,  FIRE  DEPARTMENT. 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Fire  Commissioners  of  the  City  of  Bur- 
lington: 

Gentlemen: — I  have  the  honor  to  submit  to  you  the  forty-third 
annual  report  of  the  Fire  Department  of  the  city  of  Burlington  for 
the  year  ending  December  31st,  1908.  This  report  contains  a  roster 
of  the  department,  with  date  of  appointments,  etc.;  a  record  of  all 
fires  and  alarms,  locations  and  cause  thereof,  with  names  of  owners 
or  agents,  and  the  loss  and  insurance  paid,  as  near  as  could  be  ascer- 
tained. 

MANUAL  FORCE. 

The  department  consists  of  20  regular  men  and  24  call  men;  total 
of  force,  44. 

APPARATUS. 

Your  apparatus  for  extinguishing  fires  consists  of  one  fourth  class 
Button  steam  fire  engine,  one  Babcock  double  tank  chemical  engine, 
50  gallons  each;  three  two-horse  hose  wagons,  one  hook  and  ladder 
truck,  three  hose  sleds,  one  chief's  wagon,  one  chief's  sleigh,  and  one 
exercise  wagon. 

HOSE. 

The  department  has  on  hand  at  the  present  time  6,800  feet  of  hose, 
which  is  in  good  condition. 

HARNESSES. 

The  harnesses  in  the  department  are  in  good  repair,  but  are  getting 
old,  having  been  in  continual  service  for  the  past  14  years. 
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ALAEMS. 

During  the  year  the  department  responded  to  100  alarms,  an  in- 
crease of  10  attended  last  year;  bell  alarms,  52;  still  alarms,  48.  The 
department  also  attended  one  alarm  out  of  town. 

HOUSES. 

All  houses  need  painting  outside.  Station  1  and  Station  3  have 
been  repaired  and  painted  on  the  inside  the  past  year.  The  department 
has  wired  Station  No.  3  for  electric  lights,  which  is  a  big  improvement 
over  gas.  Station  2  has  not  had  anything  done  to  it  and  should  have 
a  general  overhauling. 

FIKE  LOSS. 

The  most  reliable  statistics  place  the  estimated  loss  at  which  the 
department  attended  at  $9,085.41,  fully  covered  by  insurance;  esti- 
mated value  of  property  involved,  $767,000. 

Losses  paid  by  insurance  companies  where  the  department  was  not 
called,  $98'8.30.    Total  amount  paid  by  insurance  companies,  $10,073.71. 

COST   OF   MAINTAINING   THE  DEPARTMENT. 

The  cost  of  maintaining  the  department  the  past  year  was  $20,- 
586.04  and  the  appropriation  was  $19,000.00.  The  overdraft  was  due 
to  purchasing  five  new  fire  alarm  boxes,  six  new  horses,  also  one 
extra  fireman.  - 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

For  the  improvement  and  efficiency  of  the  department  I  desire  to 
make  the  following  recommendations  which  I  deem  essential,  and 
which  I  trust  will  meet  with  your  approval. 

First — I  recommend  the  purchase  of  a  new  modern  hook  and  ladder 
truck,  the  present  one  being  old  and  unfit  for  a  city  of  this  size. 

Second — I  recommend  an  ordinance  covering  all  places  of  amuse- 
ment, prohibiting  proprietors  from  selling  tickets  beyond  seating  ca- 
pacity. 

Third — I  recommend  a  pump  on  the  hill  suitable  for  good  fire 
service.  This  is  needed  on  the  hill  and  I  hope  this  matter  will  be 
given  immediate  attention. 

Fourth — I  recommend  a  suitable  building  at  Fire  Station  No.  3 
for  storing  the  wagons  and  sleighs  when  not  in  use. 
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Fifth — I  recommend  that  something  be  done  at  Fire  Station  No.  2, 
which  needs  a  general  overhauling. 

Sixth — I  recommend  more  fire  alarm  boxes,  more  hydrants,  also 
about  five  miles  of  new  wire  to  take  the  place  of  that  worn  out  and 
unfit  for  fire  alarm  service. 

Seventh — I  recommend  that  a  pipe  be  attached  to  the  pump  at  the 
lake  front  that  will  deliver  a  two  to  four  inch  stream  for  the  protec- 
tion of  the  several  city  buildings,  which  would  render  valuable  service 
to  the  fire  department  in  case  of  a  large  fire. 

REMARKS. 

During  the  year  the  department  has  added  five  new  fire  alarm 
boxes  and  five  miles  of  new  wire  to  take  ihe  place  of  the  old,  which  was 
unfit  for  service. 

The  department  has  purchased  six  new  horses  the  past  year  to 
take  the  place  of  old  ones  which  were  unfit  for  service. 

During  the  year  the  department  has  added  a  motor-generator, 
which  gives  us  better  protection,  as  we  have  two  ways  of  charging  our 
batteries  at  all  times. 

The  department  has  added  one  regular  fireman  the  past  year, 
which  makes  the  total  force  of  regular  men  20. 

In  closing  this  forty-third  annual  report,  I  wish  to  extend  my 
thanks  to  the  Fire  Commissioners  for  the  interest  they  have  manifested 
for  the  welfare  of  the  department;  also  to  the  officers. and  members 
of  the  department,  "who  by  their  promptness  in  the  discharge  of  their 
several  duties  have  added  greatly  to  the  efficiency  of  the  department, 
and  to  the  Police  Department  for  their  invaluable  assistance  at  all 
times.

FIRE  WARDEN. 


To  the  Honorable,  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Burlington: 

Gentlemen  : — I  have  the  honor  herewith  to  submit  the  annual  re- 
port of  the  Pire  Warden  for  the  year  ending  Dec.  31st,  1908,  being  a 
complete  report  of  inspections  made  of  property  and  surroundings. 

In  the  mercantile  district  inspections  have  been  made  once  each 
week.  The  outer  districts  have  been  thoroughly  inspected.  Com- 
plaints have  been  promptly  attended  to  and  accurate  records  kept. 

During  the  year  thirty-eight  (38)  written  notices  have  been  served. 

I  have  made  a  thorough  inspection  of  all  buildings  in  the  city, 
and  while  I  find  a  few  owners  have  complied  with  the  law  in  relation 
to  fire  escapes,  I  find  a  great  many  have  not.  As  this  does  not  come 
under  the  Pire  Warden,  no  action  could  be  taken.  I  would  earnestly 
recommend  that  your  Honorable  Body  would  take  some  action  with 
proper  authorities  and  have  the  law  complied  with  before  some  great 
calamity  occurs. 

I  would  also  recommend  that  an  ordinance  be  passed  making  the 
age  of  operators  of  moving  picture  machines  to  be  twenty-one  (21) 
years  or  over,  and  that  each  operator  shall  be  in  attendance  of  machine 
w^hen  in  operation  at  each  performance. 

In  conclusion,  I  extend  my  thanks  to  His  Honor,  Mayor  Bigelow, 
and  the  Board  of  Aldermen  for  the  favorable  response  to  such  requests 
as  I  have  made;  also  to  the  Pire  Commissioners  for  their  hearty  co- 
operation; also  to  the  Chief  Engineer  and  members  of  the  Pire  De- 
partment for  their  support,  and  to  all  others  who  have  in  any  way 
assisted  me  in  my  duties.

Gentlemen: — I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  report  of  the  In- 
spector of  Wires  for  the  year  ending  Dec.  31st,  1908,  being  a  complete 
inspection  and  accurate  number  of  permits  granted. 

The  total  number  of  permits  issued  to  the  different  electrical  con- 
cerns and  contractors  is  628.  The  total  number  of  inspections  made 
during  the  year  is  980. 

Where  wiring  has  been  condemned  in  the  mercantile  district  by 
the  New  England  Insurance  Inspector,  a  great  many  have  had  wiring 
brought  up  to  standard  and  are  now  receiving  the  discount  which  has 
been '  promised  by  the  Insurance  Exchange.  The  wiring  in  the  past 
has  been  fairly  well  done,  but  a  great  improvement  has  been  made 
under  the  city  ordinance  which  covers  all  rules  and  requirements.

In  regard  to  the  above  statement,  the  Board  would  say  that  owing 
to  a.  slight  miscalculation,  there  are  a  few  unpaid  bills  outstanding,' 
amounting  perhaps  to  ninety  dollars.  Otherwise,  all  bills  are  paid 
and  the  work  of  the  season  duly  completed. 

The  Board  is  very  glad  to  be  able  to  report  that  the  city  parks 
were  very  popular  during  the  season  and  that  a  very  large  number 
visited  them.  The  value  of  Ethan  Allen  Park  has  been  especially 
demonstrated,  as  it  has  been  used  by  thousands  of  our  people  as  a 
place  of  recreation.  A  good  number  of  tables  with  seats  were'  pro- 
vided in  different  parts  of  the  grounds,  and  on  pleasant  days  many 
picnic  parties  made  use  of  them.  A  valuable  improvement  was  made 
by  carrying  the  water  supply  up  to  the  Pine  Grove  and  there  providing 
an  ice  cooling  box,  giving  at  all  times  a  supply  of  cold  water.  A  small 
ice  house  was  built  so  that  a  quantity  of  ice  could  be  brought  to  the 
park  and  kept  until  it  was  needed  for  use.  An  endeavor  has  been  made 
to  have  the  park  used  as  a  play-ground  for  children  and  young  peo- 
ple, and  the  means  provided  for  this  have  been  very  highly  appreci- 
ated. A  good  number  of  swings  have  been  placed  about  the  grounds; 
various  forms  of  rockers,  teeters,  etc.,  have  been  provided,  and  for  the 
small  children,  two  large  sand-boxes  were  built.  All  these  means  of 
amusement  have  been  simple  and  inexpensive  and  have  met  with  great 
favor. 

The  Board  of  Park  Commissioners  believe  it  is  desirable,  to  as 
large  an  extent  as  may  be  practicable,  to  further  this  idea  of  providing 
play-grounds  for  the  children  of  the  city  for  use  during  vacation  sea- 
sons. The  play-ground  movement  throughout  ihe  country  is  assuming 
very  large  proportions  and  is  held  by  those  who  are  best  able  to  judge, 
as  an  excellent  means  for  promoting  the  health  and  morals  of  the 
children.  It  is  far  better  that  the  children  should  be  able  to  enjoy 
themselves  in  a  well  appointed  play-ground,  under  proper  supervision, 
than  to  be  running  about  the  streets,  as  so  many  of  them  are.  We 
trust  that  each  season  additions  may  be  made  to  -our  play-ground 
facilities.  Several  of  the  schools  have  grounds  that  could  be  readily 
adapted  to  this  use. 

As  the  shade  trees  of  the  city  streets  are  now  under  the  care  and 
supervision  of  this  Board,  we  found  it  necessary  the.  past  season  to 
do  a  large  amount  of  work  upon  them.  A  considerable  number  of  dead 
trees  had  to  be  removed.  This,  in  case  of  large  trees,  is  a  matter  of 
much  labor  and  expense,  particularly  where,  as  in  most  of  the  streets, 
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there  is  a  net-work  of  electric  wires  of  one  kind  or  another  that  have 
'to  be  carefully  guarded  against  damage  when  removing  the  trees. 
There  was  also  a  large  amount  of  tree  trimming  necessary  this  season. 
An  effort  was  made  to  remove  from  our  streets  and  vacant  lots  that 
kind  of  poplar  trees  that  bear  cotton  so  profusely  during  the  early  part 
of  the  season.  A  large  number  of  these  "cotton  woods"  were  taken 
down  the  past  season,  and  we  trust  that  within  a  year  or  two  more 
this  nuisance  may  be  practically  abated.  In  the  matter  of  the  care  of 
the  older  trees  on  our  streets  and  in  public  places,  the  Board  has  begun 
the  use  of  modern  methods  of  tree  surgery.  In  order  that  their  own 
employees  might  have  some  training  in  this  work,  a  specialist  was 
employed  for  a  short  time  and  a  few  of  the  trees  that  most  needed 
attention  were  thoroughly  treated  by  removing  interior  decay,  filling 
the  cavities  with  cement  and  supporting  weakened  branches  with  iron 
bolts.  In  this  way  a  tree  that  might  otherwise  be  destroyed  in  the 
near  future,  may  have  its  life  prolonged  for  many  years.  There  is 
a  large  number  of  our  fine  old  trees  that  need  to  be  treated  and  we 
trust  that  during  the  coming  season  a  good  deal  may  be  accomplished 
in  this  way. 

The  Board  has,  as  usual,  decorated  several  of  the  parks,  notably 
Battery  Park  and  the  City  Hall  Park,  with  flowers  and  decorative 
plants.  This  added  very  greatly  to  the  attractiveness  of  these  parks 
and  has  met  with  approval.  This  Board  has  also  co-operated  with 
the  Board  of  Cemetery  Commissioners  in  furnishing  potted  plaats  to 
our  schools  and  the  library.  These  have  been  very  highly  appreci- 
ated by  the  officers  and  teachers.  We  have  furnished  from  our  nursery 
a  large  number  of  shrubs  to  the  School  Board  for  decorating  the 
grounds  of  Archibald  Street  and  the  Pomeroy  schools.  This  work  of 
decorating  school  and  other  public  grounds,  we  are  glad  to  assist  by 
contributing  desirable  shrubbery,  which  we  can  do  at  very  small  cost 
to  us.  The  coming  season  we  hope  to  begin  the  systematic  planting  of 
young  trees  on  streets  where  most  needed. 

In  conclusion  we  would  acknowledge  our  indebtedness  to  your 
Honorable  Body  for  your  kindly  co-operation,  and  also  to  many  other 
city  officials.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Aldermen,  Burlington,  Vt.: 

The  Gamewell  Police  System  which  was  installed  in  1907  has  given 
good  results,  and  we  would  recommend  that  a  few  boxes  be  added 
each  year  until  the  system  covers  a  much  larger  portion  of  the  city, 
and  further,  as  in  our  last  report,  we  still  recommend  that  the  de- 
partment will  be  further  perfected  by  the  addition  of  a  police  patrol 
Vvagon.  The  present  hack  service  has  cost  the  city  this  year  $396.55. 
This  is  a  great  deal  more  than  the  interest  on  the  necessary  equipment 
would  amount  to. 

We  further  recommend  that  the  salaries  of  the  police  be  increased 
to  such  an  amount  that  they  will  be  able  to  purchase  uniforms  of  a 
grade  satisfactory  to  the  Commissioners. 

Harmony  has  existed  in  the  Commission  during  the  year,  and  we 
appreciate  the  courtesy  of  the  Mayor  and  Board  of  Aldermen.  We 
approve  of  the  efficient  and  faithful  service  of  the  Chief  and  his 
Deputy  and  congratulate  the  city  on  the  amount  and  quality  of  the 
police  service  that  has  been  rendered  by  the  majority  of  our  small 
police  force.

CEMETERY  COMMISSIONERS. 
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In  connection  with  the  above  financial  statement,  we  would  say 
that  the  affairs  of  the  three  cemeteries  are  in  excellent  condition, 
their  bills  fully  paid  and  accounts  well  collected.  The  year  has  been 
a  trying  one  for  those  in  charge  of  the  cemeteries,  on  account  of  the 
protracted  drouth  the  greater  part  of  the  season.  The  grass  was  so 
badly  dried  up  that  the  cemeteries  did  not  present  nearly  so  fine  an 
appearance  the  most  of  the  season  as  usual.  This  was  especially  true 
of  Green  Mount  Cemetery  and  Elmwood  Cemetery,  as  there  are  com- 
paratively'few  lots  in  either  of  these  cemeteries  that  have  been  prop- 
erly fitted  up  and  the  naturally  light  soil  of  both  could  not  withstand 
an  extended  drouth.  Some  criticism  has  been  made  on  this  account, 
but  it  was,  of  course,  a  matter  beyond  the  control  of  the  Board  of 
Cemetery  Commissioners.  In  the  principal  section  of  Lake  View 
Cemetery,  a  large  share  of  lots  have  been  well  fitted  by  having  the 
sandy  soil  removed  and  a  strong,  well  fertilized  soil,  used  in  place. 
These  lots  withstood  the  drouth  in  much  better  shape  and  on  the 
whole  looked  very  well  through  the  season.  Much  of  the  shrubbery 
and  decorative  plants  suffered  severely  from  lack  of  moisture,  but 
they  will  undoubtedly  recover  and  be  in  good  shape  another  season. 

The  principal  improvement  made  the  past  season  has  been  the 
placing  of  an  excellent  iron  fence  along  the  front  of  Lake  View  Ceme- 
tery on  North  avenue.  This  has  added  very  materially  to  the  appear- 
ance of  the  cemetery,  as  the  old  wooden  fence  had  gotten  quite  dilapi- 
dated and  could  no  longer  be  repaired  to  advantage.  It  has  met  with 
the  approbation  of  all  our  citizens  interested  in  the  cemetery.  Each, 
one  of  the  cemeteries  now  has  a  good  iron  fence  on  the  street  frontage 
and  all  of  them  are  in  excellent  general  condition.  There  has  been 
a  considerable  addition  to,  the  trust  funds  of  the  various  cemeteries, 
given  for  the  perpetual  care  of  the  lots  and  for  which  the  Board  of 
Commissioners  have  issued  bonds  for  perpetual  care.  The  Board  of 
Commissioners  is  greatly  pleased  that  people  are,  to  an  increasing 
extent,  using  this  means  to  insure  the  continued  care  of  their  burial 
lots  for  all  future  time. 

The  members  of  the  board  record  with  great  sorrow  the  loss  by 
death  of  their  colleague,  Mr.  C.  A.  Hibbard,  which  took  place  a  few 
weeks  since.  Mr.  Hibbard  had  been  a  faithful  and  efficient  member  of 
the  board  for  several  years.  He  took  a  strong  personal  interest  in 
the  affairs  of  the  cemeteries  and  in  seeing  that  they  were  conducted 
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in  the  most  approved  manner.  He  was  a  man  of  high  character  and 
of  excellent  judgment  and  will  be  greatly  missed  by  all  his  associates. 

The  board  would  express  its  appreciation  of  the  faithfulness  and 
good  work  of  Superintendent  Collins  and  the  employees  under  his 
charge.  They  all  take  a  personal  interest  in  their  work  and  the  result 
is  that  it  is  done  in  a  very  satisfactory  manner.  The  board  would 
also  express  its  appreciation  of  the  kindly  co-operation  of  your  Hon- 
orable Body  and  other  oificials  of  the  city  in  the  work  that  is  under 
their  charge.

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REPORT  OF  THE 

CITY  ATTORNEY. 


BuKLiNGTON,  Vt.,  Jan.  15,  1909. 

To  the  Honorable,  the  City  Council: 

The  suit  brought  last  year  by  the  City  Attorney  against  Onesime 
Dumas  to  recover  for  money  expended  in  the  care  of  the  defendant's 
family,  resulted  in  a  judgment  in  favor  of  the  city  at  the  March  term 
of  Chittenden  County  Court,  and  the  amount  thereof,  about  $317.00, 
v/as  paid  to  the  city  in  November. 

Several  days  were  spent  in  hearing  the  petition  of  Messrs.  J.  J. 
and  J.  F.  Whalen  before  a  commission  composed  of  Z.  S.  Stanton  of 
Roxbury,  C.  P.  Van  Vliet  of  Shelburne  and  H.  H.  Wheeler  of  South 
Burlington.  The  case  was  in  the  nature  of  an  appeal  from  the  de- 
cision of  the  Street  Commissioners  upon  the  damages  suffered  by  the 
petitioners  from  the  extension  of  Elm  street  northerly,  the  petitioners 
claiming  the  damages  awarded  them  by  the  Street  Commissioners  were 
inadequate.  This  matter  had  been  pending  for  more  than  five  years. 
After  six  or  eight  days  had  been  spent  in  the  hearing,  terms  of  set- 
tlement were  agreed  upon,  and  a  contract  of  settlement  authorized 
by  your  Honorable  Body  was  executed,  which  included  also  the  damages 
suffered  by  the  petitioners  from  the  extension  of  King  street  easterly 
from  Church  street. 

The  claim  of  C.  P.  Smith  for  damages  caused  by  the  extensions 
of  Elm  and  King  streets  mentioned  above,  has  also  been  settled,  and  a 
contract  of  settlement  authorized  by  your  Honorable  Body  has  been 
executed. 

Two  hearings  upon  the  condemnation  proceedings  for  the  purpose 
of  acquiring  a  public  wharf  have  been  held  during  the  past  year,  one 
in  County  Court  and  one  in  Supreme  Court.  In  County  Court  the 
owners  of  the  land  sought  to  be  sequestered  moved  to  dismiss  the  pro- 
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ceedings  upon  five  grounds.  Their  motion  was  overruled  and  the  case 
passed  to  the  Supreme  Court,  where  the  decision  of  the  County  Court 
was  affirmed. 

At  the  March  term  of  the  Chittenden  County  Court  the  follow- 
ing commissioners  were  appointed  to  hear  the  case  upon  its  merits: 
Hon.  Z.  S.  Stanton  of  Roxbury,  C.  P.  Van  Vliet  of  Shelburne,  and  L.  C. 
Nichols  of  Essex.  It  is  expected  that  a  hearing  will  be  had  before 
the  commission  during  the  coming  summer  unless  the  case  is  carried 
to  the  United  States  Supreme  Court  by  our  opponents. 

The  College  street  extension  case  is  still  pending.  In  this  case, 
certain  petitioners  seek  to  extend  College  street  to  the  shore  of  Lake 
Champlain.  The  city  contends  that  the  street  already  extends  to  the 
lake;  the  owners  of  the  land,  the  Central  Vermont  Railroad  Co.,  claim 
that  it  does  not.  Thus  it  is  believed  that  the  mooted  question  of 
whether  certain  of  our  streets  extend  to  the  water's  edge  will  be  dfe 
termined.  In  many  respects  this  is  a  companion  to  the  city  wharf 
case,  and  the  same  commission  was  appointed  in  each  case.  It  has 
rested  awaiting  the  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court  in  the  wharf  case. 
It  is  now  expected  that  this  case  will  be  heard  the  coming  summer, 
either  in  connection  with  the  city  wharf  case,  or  alone  if  that  case 
goes  to  the  United  States  Court. 

In  the  early  part  of  the  past  year  a  petition  was  brought  to  th^ 
Railroad  Commissioners  to  have  the  railroad  crossing  at  Lakeside 
avenue,  near  the  Queen  City  Cotton  Mills,  abolished.  The  Railroad 
Commissioners,  after  a  hearing  and  an  examination  of  the  premises, 
ordered  an  underpass  constructed  during  the  summer  of  1908,  but,  I 
am  informed,  the  order  was  later  modified  as  to  time  and  it  is  to  be 
built  during  the  summer  of  1909. 

The  chancery  cases  of  Taft  vs.  the  City  of  Burlington,  and  Rutland 
Railroad  Company  vs.  the  Mayor,  Board  of  Aldermen  and  the  City  of 
Burlington,  are  still  pending  in  Chittenden  County  Court. 

One  suit  has  been  brought  against  the  city  during  the  past  year, 
viz.:  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Vermont,  P.  &  A.  M.  et  al.,  to  recover  for  taxes 
upon  the  Masonic  Temple  paid  under  protest  for  the  years  1905,  1906 
and  1907.  and  the  suit  is  now  pending  in  Chittenden  County  Court.

The  prohibited  list  in  force  on  May  1,  1908,  as.  furnished  by  the 
Clerk  of  the  City  Court  and  Overseer  of  the  Pauper  Department  and 
commissioners  of  other  license  towns  in  the  county,  consisted  of  387 
names.

Two  hundred  and  sixty-seven  of  the  persons  convicted  of  intoxica- 
tion, seventy-five  paupers  and  ten  persons  named  in  the  requests  were 
non-residents  or  reported  by  commissioners  of  other  license  towns  in  the 
county. 


ANALYSIS  OP  LIQUORS. 

In  the  month  of  September  the  Commissioners  collected  samples 
of  liquors  from  each  of  the  license  places,  in  all  sixty-three  in  number, 
and  submitted  them  to  the  State  Laboratory  of  Hygiene  for  analysis. 
Of  these  samples  thirty-eight  conformed  to  the  United  States  Pharma- 
copoeia standard.  Thirteen  did  not  conform  to  that  standard,  but 
passed  under  Pure  Food  standard.  Twelve  (not  subject  to  United 
States  Pharmacopoeia  standard  under  the  law)  passed  under  Pure  Food 
standard. 

We  made  no  prosecutions  for  keeping  these  liquors  for  sale  that 
did  not  conform  to  the  United  States  standard,  for  the  reason  that  Dr. 
Stone  of  the  Laboratory  advised  us  that  they  contained  nothing  which 
was  injurious  to  the  public  health,  nor  that  they  were  adulterated 
within  the  meaning  of  the  statutes.  We  are  sustained  in  this  decision 
by  the  present  Legislature,  which  amended  the  state  law  that  liquors 
now  offered  for  sale  are  subject  to  the  Pure  Food  law  standard  only. 
For  further  information  on  this  subject  we  refer  to  itemized  list  of 
the  analysis  test  now  on  file  in  the  City  Clerk's  office. 


LICENSE  COMMISSIONERS. 
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HEARINGS  AND  COMPLAINTS. 

There  has  been  but  one  specific  complaint  made  thus  'far  of  the  con- 
duct of  a  license  place.  On  Oct.  10  Mrs.  Frank  SordifE  complained  of 
the  license  place  of  J.  Max  Agel,  accompanying  the  complaint  with  a 
letter  statement  of  facts.  Later  a  hearing  was  held,  but  Mrs.  Sordiff 
was  not  able  to  substantiate  any  of  the  alleged  facts,  either  by  her 
own  or  others'  testimony,  and  Mr.  Agel  was  discharged. 

The  Commissioners  have  visited  the  different  license  places,  very 
frequently,  at  all  hours  of  the  day  until  closing  time  at  night,  and 
believe  they  have  been  conducted  generally  in  an  orderly  manner. 

The  Sheriff  and  Chief  of  Police  report  to  us  that  they  have  not 
been  called  upon  during  this  year  to  quell  a  disturbance  at  any  of  the 
license  places.

The  clinical  work  has  been  very  much  increased  during  the  past 
few  years.  An  out-patient  department  for  the  eye,  ear  and  throat  cases 
is  in  session  every  Tuesday  and  Priday  from  4  to  6  P.  M. 

EXTENT  OF  CHAEITY. 

The  following  statement  will  enable  the  public  to  see  to  what  ex- 
tent the  hospital  is  a  public  charity: 

Adding  together  the  number  of  days  spent  in  the  hospital  by  each 
patient  from  December,  1907,  to  December,  1908,  we  find:

The  above  makes  each  "part  paying  patient"  receive  an  average  of 
$8.30  per  week  as  charity,  besides  the  benefit  of  the  equipment  and 
of  gratuitous  medical  and  surgical  care,  and  leaves  a  balance  of  1070  5-7 
weeks  as  pure  charity  to  free  patients.  For  part  of  this  charity,  the 
donors  of  free  beds  are  entitled  to  the  gratitude  of  the  recipients.

To  His  Honor  the  Mayor,  and  City  Council,  City  of  Burlington,  Ver- 
mont: 

Gentlemen: — Pursuant  to  your  instructions  we  have  audited  the 
books  and  accounts  of  your  city  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  December 
31st,  1908.    The  audit  cover  the  following  departments: 

Treasurer's,  Water,  Electric  Light,  Street,  Pauper,  Schools,  Ceme- 
teries, and  City  Clerk's. 

In  connection  with  such  audit  we  attach  hereto  the  following  ex- 
hibits and  schedules:

Receipts  and  Disbursements. 
We  have  the  following  comments  to  make: 

TREASURER'S  DEPARTMENT. 

On  reference  to  the  Balance  Sheet  it  will  be  seen  that  the  Water 
Works  stands  charged  with  $253,717.02,  which  amount  corresponds  with 
the  indebtedness  shown  on  Water  Works  Balance  Sheet  as  being  due 
to  the  Treasurer.  It  would  be  presumed,  from  the  Treasurer's  Bal- 
ance Sheet,  that  this  amount  represented  the  actual  cost  of  construction 
of  the  Water  Works,  whereas  the  Water  Works'  books  show  the  cost 
to  be  $494,267.67.  The  course  pur'^ued  in  years  gone  by  in  the  Treas- 
urer's Department  with  regard  to  the  actual  cost  of  these  Works  and 
the  method  of  charging  same  we  are  unable  to  explain  without  having 
before  us  an  analysis  of  the  cost  since  the  construction  commenced. 

We  understand  that  the  Water  Works  plant  has  never  been  depre- 
ciated, and  we  would  suggest,  in  order  that  the  Treasurer's  accounts 
may  coincide  with  those  of  the  Water  Department,  that  the  cost  of 
construction  be  shown  in  full  on  the  Treasurer's  books  after  allowing 
a  fair  amount  for  depreciation.  With  this  exception,  the  Treasurer's 
Balance  Sheet  appears  to  contain  a  full  statement  of  the  various  assets 
and  liabilities. 

During  our  audit  we  found  the  Treasurer's  books,  with  the  excep- 
tion of  a  few  minor  errors  in  the  distribution  of  receipts  and  dis- 
bursements, had  been  exceptionally  well  kept. 

We  verified  all  the  cash  receipts  and  disbursements  and  found  same 
to  be  in  order. 
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WATER  DEPARTMENT. 

The  new  system  of  bookkeeping  installed  by  us  last  year  bas  been 
faitbfully  adhered  to,  and  we  are  now  able  to  render  you  a  balance 
sheet  showing  the  financial  standing  of  the  department  at  December 
31st,  with  an  income  account  disclosing  the  results  of  the  department's 
operations  for  the  year.  The  net  earnings  of  this  department  amount 
to  $10,106.84.  Nothing,  however,  has  been  charged  in  respect  of  de- 
preciation, and  consequently  we  have  not  set  up  any  amount.  Without 
having  an  analysis  of  the  plant  account  since  the  construction  began, 
we  are  unable  to  furnish  a  figure  which  would  be  a  fair  one  upon  which 
to  base  an  equitable  charge  against  the  year's  earnings. 

The  remarks  contained  in  our  report  of  February  4th,  1908,  relative 
to  the  disposition  of  collections  again  apply. 

ELECTRIC  LIGHT  DEPARTMENT. 

We  verified  the  cash  receipts  and  disbursements  and  found  same 
in  order. 

The  books  and  records  have  been  neatly  and  methodically  kept, 
and  the  system  which  we  inaugurated  has  been  strictly  adhered  to. 

STREET  DEPARTMENT. 

We  regret  to  say  that  there  is  no  improvement  in  the  bookkeeping 
of  this  department  from  that  of  the  previous  year,  and  the  criticisms 
embodied  in  our  report  of  February  4th,  1908,  again  apply.  If  the 
system  which  we  installed  had  been  carried  out  we  would  have 
been  able  to  render  you  a  statement  at  the  end  of  the  year  showing 
on  what  particular  work  the  fund  had  been  expended.  As  it  is,  we 
are  unable  to  give  you  a  detailed  statement,  as  the  distribution  of  the 
expenditures  is  not  reliable. 

The  accounts  outstanding  for  material  and  labor  have  not  been 
well  looked  after,  and,  consequently,  a  number  of  accounts  still  remain 
unpaid. 

We  verified  the  various  cash  receipts  and  disbursements  and  found 
the  vouchers  properly  approved  and  receipted. 

PAUPER  DEPARTMENT. 

We  verified  the  receipts  and  disbursements,  vouched  the  latter  and 
found  same  in  good  order.    The  distribution  of  expenditures  has  been 
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carried  out  according  to  our  instructions,  and  we  found  that  the  books 
had  been  neatly  kept. 

SCHOOL  DEPARTMENT. 

The  cash  disbursements  were  checked  and  all  vouchers  found  in 
good  order  and  properly  approved. 

The  suggestion  made  in  our  report  of  last  year  regarding  the  taking 
of  an  inventory  of  books  and  supplies  has  not  been  carried  out,  and 
we  are,  therefore,  unable  to  verify  the  sales. 

Statements  showing  the  collection  of  tuition  fees  by  the  various 
schools  were  produced,  but  we  found  no  schedule  of  scholars  and 
amounts  that  should  have  been  collected.  In  consequence  we  were 
unable  to  verify  the  amounts  outstanding. 

As  was  the  case  last  year,  we  found  that  some  disbursements  had 
been  made  for  which  there  were  no  warrants. 

On  verifying  the  bank  account  we  were  unable  to  trace  some  of 
the  receipts  into  the  department  books,  and  on  calling  the  attention  of 
the  Superintendent  to  the  matter  he  informed  us  that  some  of  the 
receipts  were  in  respect  of  sales  made  by  him  personally  to  the  students 
of  books,  which  he  had  purchased  direct  from  the  publishers.  We  are 
somewhat  at  a  loss  to  understand  why  it  should  be  necessary  for  the 
Superintendent  to  purchase  these  books  on  his  personal  account,  al- 
though he  gives  as  the  reason  that  he  can  obtain  credit  from  publishers 
whereas  the  city  cannot.  We  do  no^t  wish  to  convey  the  impression 
that  there  is  anything  questionable  in  these  transactions,  but  to  say 
the  least,  they  are  irregular.  However,  the  Superintendent  informs 
us  that  this  mode  of  purchasing  is  made  with  the  consent  of  the  School 
Commissioners. 

CEMETERIES. 

We  verified  the  cash  receipts  and  disbursements  and  found  the 
same  in  good  order. 

You  will  notice  that  a  loss  has  been  incurred  in  one  of  the  trust 
investments  amounting  to  $170.00,  and  we  would  suggest  that  the  fund 
be  reimbursed. 

CITY  CLERK. 

The  receipts  for  licenses  were  verified  and  their  disposition  prop- 
erly traced. 
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GENERAL  REMARKS. 

We  are  of  opinion  that  some  improvement  might  be  made  in  the 
manner  of  keeping  tax  records,  and  we  would  suggest: 

I.  That  a  map  be  prepared  laying  out  the  city  in  blocks  and  lots. 

II.  That  Tax  Ledgers  be  opened  showing  an  account  for  each  lot 
and  a  card  index  prepared  showing  ownership  for  such  property. 

III.  That  all  delinquent  taxes  and  assessments  be  charged  against 
such  property. 

IV.  That  each  year,  after  the  tax  levy  and  the  assessment  roll 
have  been  prepared,  such  taxes  and  assessments  be  charged  against  lot 
or  lots  in  the  Tax  Ledgers. 

V.  That  all  cash  payments,  abatements,  refunds,  etc.,  be  credited 
to  these  individual  lot  accounts. 

If  these  suggestions  were  carried  out  the  accounts  would  readily 
disclose  the  delinquent  taxes  and  facilitate  the  work  of  examiners  when 
searching  titles. 

We  would  recommend  that  the  books  be  large  enough  to  cover  a 
period,  of  say,  five  years. 

As  heretofore,  the  ofl&cials  of  the  various  departments  rendered 
us  every  assistance  in  making  our  examination.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Aldermen: 

In  accordance  with  the  Revised  Ordinances  I  submit  to  your  Hon- 
orable Body  an  estimate  of  the  amount  of  money  necessary  to  be  raised 
for  the  ensuing  financial  year;  ways  and  means  for  raising  the  same, 
and  a  statement  of  the  expenditures  for  the  preceding  financial  year. 
For  the  detailed  statement  of  expenditures  you  are  referred  to  the 
reports  of  the  City  Treasurer  and  other  city  officials  given  in  full  else- 
where. 

The  figures  given  me  by  the  City  Treasurer  show  the  resources  and 
liabilities  at  the  close  of  the  last  fiscal  year  to  be  as  follows:

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It  is  with  much  satisfaction  that  I  report  to  you  that  the  excess 
of  liabilities  over  resources  is  only  $1,501.10,  You  will  note  that  had 
I  given  the  uncollected  taxes  at  their  face  value  there  would  have  been 
a  surplus  of  $498.90,  figures  that  no  other  administration  in  recent 
years,  if  ever,  has  been  able  to  give.  When  this  statement  is  com- 
pared with  the  real  financial  condition  of  the  city,  when  the  present 
administration  took  charge,  the  result  is  more  pleasing.  You  will 
remember  that  in  my  inaugural  message  I  called  your  attention  to  the 
fact  that  while  the  retiring  administration  claimed  there  was  a  deficit 
of  $5,858.15,  there  really  was  a  deficit  of  $17,882.47  or  more.  Time 
has  proven  that  the  only  error  in  that  statement  was  the  deficit  was 
larger  than  I  reported  it.  Since  that  time  an  item  of  $884  given  in  the 
financial  report  for  1906  as  a  resource  has  been  struck  off  the  books 
without  value;  a  liability  given  as  $2,500  has  been  settled  for  $5,050, 
and  the  following  bills,  which  were  not  mentioned  in  that  report  at 
all,  have  been  settled:  E.  F.  Brownell,  salary  as  chief  of  police,  $175; 
Arthur  L.  Walker,  services  as  license  commissioner,  $100;  D.  W.  C. 
Clapp,  salary  as  superintendent  of  streets,  $120;  Michael  and  Bridget 
Callahan,  damages  against  the  city,  $382.66.  These  unreported  items 
added  to  the  $17,882.47  shown  in  my  previous  message,  makes  the  total 
deficit  two  years  ago  $22,094.07.  Having  paid  in  full  all  our  current 
expenses  and  reduced  this  deficit  to  $1,501.10  is  a  very  satisfactory  ac- 
complishment. 

In  addition  to  this  improved  financial  condition  I  am  glad  to  report 
a  general  improvement  in  the  buildings  and  equipment  owned  by  the 
various  city  departments.  Extensive  improvements  have  been  made 
on  the  fire  department  and  the  pumping  station  buildings.  Other 
buildings  have  been  put  and  kept  in  good  repair.  Extensive  repairs 
have  been  made  on  the  Winooski  and  Heineberg  bridges.  A  new  road 
roller  has  been  purchased  and  paid  for,  and  the  worn-out  and  missing 
tools  in  all  the  departments  replaced  with  new.  In  fact  it  is  safe  to 
say  that  the  city  was  never  better  equipped  to  carry  on  its  business 
than  it  is  to-day.

A  tax  rate  of  $1,60  on  the  grand  list,  together  with  the  revenues 
from  other  sources,  should  provide  enough  to  pay  the  current  expenses 
during  the  present  year. 

UNCOLLECTED  TAXES. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  fiscal  year  1908  there  were  reported  un- 
collected taxes  with  a  face  value  of  $24,214.41.  Of  these  $18,115.87 
had  accumulated  at  the  opening  of  the  fiscal  year  1907.  Special  at- 
tention has  been  given  this  matter  during  the  past  year  and  there  has 
been  collected  of  taxes  due  in  the  year  1907,  $4,104.29,  and  of  taxes 
due  previous  to  that  time  $6,425.91,  or  the  total  delinquent  taxes  col- 
lected in  1908  amounted  to  $io,530.20.  The  board  has  abated  taxes 
amounting  to  $6,308.60  and  there  remain  unpaid  of  taxes  assessed  pre- 
vious to  1908,  $7,375.61.    The  delinquent  taxes  of  1908  amount  to 
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$7,230.83.  These  two  items  of  uncollected  taxes  ($7,375.61  and  $7,230.83) 
make  up  the  item  of  uncollected  taxes  given  in  the  statement  of  re- 
sources previously  made.  While  their  face  value  is  $14,606.44,  I  have 
discounted  it  $2,000  and  give  the  estimated  value  as  $12,606.44.  While 
we  have  made  creditable  progress  in  collecting  these  delinquent  taxes, 
the  work  should  be  pushed  until  this  item  of  uncollected  taxes  can  be 
reduced  to  normal  size.  Neglect  to  collect  taxes  in  the  year  which 
they  become  due  has  resulted  in  a  large  number  of  persons  escaping^ 
entirely  their  just  burden  of  taxation  and  should  be  stopped  at  once. 

THE   FIRE  DEPARTMENT. 

With  the  exception  of  the  black  horse  which  the  chief  uses  on  his 
private  carriage,  every  horse  in  the  fire  department  two  years  ago  has 
been  disposed  of  and  young,  valuable  horses  installed  in  their  places. 
Five  new  fire  alarm  boxes  have  been  installed  and  five  more  author- 
ized by  the  Board  of  Aldermen.  A  new  combination  hose  and  chemical 
wagon  is  being  constructed  to  take  the  place  of  the  present  chemical 
wagon,  and  1,000  feet  of  new  hose  ordered.  When  these  improvements 
are  completed  I  am  confident  Burlington  will  have  as  good  fire  fighting 
equipment  as  any  city  of  its  size  in  this  section  of  the  country.  I 
am  also  pleased  to  announce  that  during  the  year  1908  Burlington  had 
the  smallest  fire  loss,  in  proportion  to  its  size,  of  any  city  in  the  United 
States. 

THE    PUBLIC  WHARF. 

In  accordance  with  the  expressed  will  of  the  people  I  have  done 
everything  possible  to  secure  a  public  wharf.  Acting  under  the  enab- 
ling act  passed  by  the  Legislature  of  1906,  the  City  Council  began 
condemnation  proceedings  against  a  plot  of  land  owned  by  the  Central 
Vermont  Railway  Company  and  agreed  upon  a  price  to  tender  the 
company  in  payment  for  the  same.  The  company  appealed  from  the 
Council's  decision  to'  the  Chittenden  County  Court,  where  the  case  was 
argued  upon  certain  constitutional  points,  decided  in  favor  of  the  city 
and  commissioners  appointed  to  determine  the  value  of  the  land.  The 
railroad  company  then  appealed  to  the  Supreme  Court  of  Vermont, 
where  the  case  was  heard  and  again  decided  in  favor  of  the  city.  The 
resignation  of  Judge  Z.  S.  Stanton,  commissioner,  who  was  elected 
a  judge  since  his  appointment  as  a  commissioner,  has  made  it  impos- 
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sible  to  begin  the  hearings  before  the  commission.  In  an  effort  to  end 
the  litigation  and  secure  the  wharf  at  the  earliest  possible  date,  I 
asked  the  railroad  to  make  the  city  a  proposition  for  settlement,  but 
vras  informed  that  the  Central  Vermont  Company  proposes  to  carry 
the  case  to  the  United  States  Supreme  Court.  If  this  is  done  it  will 
mean  further  delay,  but  I  am  convinced,  and  also  advised  by  the  at- 
torneys who  have  conducted  the  case  so  ably  for  the  city,  that  there 
..is  every  reason  to  believe  the  city  will  ultimately  win  its  case  and 
secure  a  site  for  a  wharf.  Everything  I  can  do  to  hasten  a  decision 
will  be  done. 

A  separate  case,  which  will  determine  whether  College  street  ex- 
tends to  the  water's  edge,  has  been  begun  and  will  be  carried  through 
the  courts  as  soon  as  possible.  This  case  is  an  important  one,  as  it 
v/ill  fix  the  terminus  of  every  street  running  to  the  lake. 

UNDER-PASS    AT  LAKESIDE. 

Realizing  the  danger  of  tlie  crossing  at  Lakeside,  the  City  Council 
petitioned  the  State  Railroad  Commission  to  order  the  construction 
of  an  under-pass  at  this  point.  After  giving  a  full  hearing  on  the  mat- 
ter the  commission  ordered  the  construction  of  an  under-pass  to  be 
completed  before  November  15,  1908.  The  Rutland  Railroad  claimed 
it  was  unable  to  begin  the  work  in  time  to  finish  it  before  freezing 
weather  would  set  in.  This  would  leave  the  street  at  that  point  torn 
up  all  winter  and  the  inhabitants  west  of  the  track  without  a  safe 
water  supply  through  the  cold  season.  So  the  commission  consented 
to  allow  the  railroad  to  postpone  the  work  until  spring,  when  we  have 
the  written  assurance  of  the  railroad  that  the  work  will  be  commenced 
as  early  as  possible.  So  it  seems  probable  that  this  dangerous  crossing 
will  soon  be  abolished.  I  am  also  pleased  to  report  that  the  railroad 
and  I,  as  representative  of  the  city,  acting  together  have  secured  a 
settlement  with  all  the  abutting  land  owners  without  the  payment  of 
a  single  dollar  damages. 

AMENDMENT  OF  THE  CHARTER. 

The  committee  appointed  by  your  Honorable  Body,  of  whch  I  had 
the  honor  to  be  chairman,  to  propose  amendments  of  the  charter  of  the 
city,  has  successfully  completed  its  work.    The  vital  changes  made  are 
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provisions  for  the  appointment  of  a  chief  of  police  and  a  deputy  chief 
of  police,  greater  uniformity  in  the  appointment  of  the  various  com- 
missions, making  the  terms  of  the  superintendents  of  the  various  de- 
partments begin  on  the  first  day  of  May  each  year,  and  limiting  the 
power  to  draw  warrants  upon  the  city  treasury  to  the  Mayor,  upon 
approval  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  except  where  it  is  otherwise  pro- 
vided by  State  law. 

THE   CHAMPLAIN  TEECENTENAEY. 

As  is  well  known,  the  300th  anniversary  of  the  discovery  of  Lake 
Champlain  is  to  be  observed  the  coming  summer.  On  Burlington,  as 
the  metropolis  and  most  attractive  city  of  the  Champlain  Valley,  rests 
to  a  large  degree  the  responsibility  of  making  the  celebration  a  suc- 
cess. To  it  comes  an  unexcelled  opportunity  to  advertise  its  advan- 
tages and  attractions  in  a  way  that  will  bring  it  increased  prosperity 
in  the  coming  years.  The  reputation  of  the  city  as  a  whole  is  at  stake 
because  it  cannot  discharge  its  responsibility  or  improve  its  opportun- 
ity unless  the  Burlington  celebration  is  made  a  great  success.  To 
make  it  a  success  a  considerable  sum  of  money  should  be  raised  and 
legitimately  expended.  The  reputation  of  the  city  is  vital  to  all  citi- 
zens and  each  should  be  willing  to  do  something  to  discharge  his  re- 
sponsibility. For  these  reasons  I  am  in  favor  of  the  issuance  of  short 
term  notes,  voted  by  the  city  in  accordance  with  the  enabling  act 
passed  by  the  Legislature.  Notes  are  necessary  under  that  act,  but  I 
should  favor  their  payment  during  the  current  year,  as  it  would  require 
a  tax'  levy  of  only  seven  cents  on  the  dollar  to  furnish  the  amount  re- 
quested by  the  committee  having  the  celebration  in.  charge.  I  believe 
we  should  pay  them  now  and  not  leave  them  for  our  successors  to 
pay  interest  on  and  finally  cancel. 

IlSr  CONCLUSION. 

In  closing  I  wish  to  acknowledge  the  hearty  co-operation  and  as- 
sistance of  .the  various  members  of  your  Honorable  Body.  The  una- 
nimity with  which  you  have  stood  for  honest  purposes,  the  spirit  of 
harmony  which  you  have  maintained,  the  personal  sacrifices  you  have 
freely  made  for  the  public  good  and  the  efficiency  you  have  shown  in 
the  performance  of  your  duties,  have  made  possible  many  of  the  ac- 
complishments which  I  am  pleased  to  believe  have  been  effective  in 
making  the  present  administration  a  pleasant  and  successful  one.

ADOPTED  BY  THE  CITY  COUNCIL  SINCE  JANUARY,  1908. 


City  of  Buklington. 

In  the  Year  One  Thousand  Nine  Hundred  and  Eight. 
AN  ORDINANCE  IN  RELATION  TO  FIRE  DISTRICTS. 
It  is  here'by  ordained  hy  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Burlington, 
as  follows: 

Section  1.  Section  3  of  Chapter  III  of  the  Revised  Ordinances  is 
hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

Section  3.  Within  said  inner  fire  district,  no  person  shall  construct 
any  new  building  nor  repair  any  building  by  making  an  enlargement 
thereof,  nor  repair  or  rebuild  a  building,  which  in  the  judgment  of  the 
City  Council  shall  have  been  destroyed  by  fire  to  an  extent  not  less  than 
75  per  cent,  of  the  value  of  the  entire  building,  nor  make  any  addition 
to  any  building  unless  such  building  so  newly  erected,  enlarged,  added 
to,  or  rebuilt,  shall  have  solid  outer  walls  of  stone,  brick  or  other  non- 
combustible  materials,  and  roof  of  slate,  metal  or  other  non-combustible 
materials. 

Sec.  2.  The  ordinance  in  relation  to  amendment  of  Section  3, 
Chapter  III  of  City  Ordinances,  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  and 
approved  by  the  Mayor,  is  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  3.  Section  5  of  said  Chapter  III  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to 
read  as  follows: 

Within  said  outer  fire  district  no  person  shall  construct  or  erect 
any  new  building  or  repair  any  building  now  standing,  or  hereafter 
erected,  in  any  manner  or  make  any  addition  to  any  building,  unless 
such  building  so  newly  erected  or  repaired  or  such  addition  to  any 
building  shall  have  outer  walls  of  stone,  brick  or  other  non-combustible 
materials,  and  the  roof  of  slate,  metal  or  other  non-combustible  ma- 
terials, unless  such  person  shall  have  first  obtained  a  license  from 
the  building  inspector  to  construct  or  erect  such  building  or  make  such 
repairs  or  addition. 
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Sec.  4.  No  building  shall  be  used  within  said  outer  or  inner  fire 
district  for  any  purpose,  so  that  it  shall  become  an  unwholesome, 
noisome  or  offensive  place,  nor  a  menace  to  the  building  of  other  per- 
sons than  the  owner  because  of  danger  from  fire.

DINANCE   IN  RELATION   TO   FIRE   WARDENS,  APPROVED 
MARCH  18,  1903. 

It  is  hereby  ordained  hy  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Burlington, 
as  follows: 

Sec.  1  of  Chapter  V  of  the  Revised  Ordinances  of  the  City  of  Bur- 
lington is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  City  Council  shall  annually,  on  the  first  Monday 
in  April,  or  between  that  time  and  the  third  Monday  in  April,  appoint 
one  Fire  Warden,  and  when  in  the  performance  of  his  duties,  herein- 
after provided,  and  at  all  times  shall  be  subject  to  the  order  and  direc- 
tion of  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Fire  Department.

In  the  Year  One  Thousand  Nine  Hundred  and  Eight. 
AN  ORDINANCE  RELATING  TO  THE  SALE  OF  MILK  AND  CREAM. 

It  is  hereby  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Burlington, 
as  follows: 

Section  1.  No  person  shall  sell  or  supply  milk  or  cream  produced 
from  cows  owned  by  him  or  in  his  possession  or  under  his  control  to 
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be  used  by  the  inhabitants  of  the  city  of  Burlington,  unless  he  shall 
have  first  procured  a  license  therefor  from  the  Board  of  Health  of  the 
city  of  Burlington. 

Written  applications  for  licenses  shall  be  filed  with  the  Milk  In- 
spector on  or  before  the  15th  day  of  May  in  each  year,  and  the  licenses 
granted  by  the  Board  of  Health  shall  take  effect  on  the  first  of  June 
in  each  year  and  shall  continue  in  force  one  year.  If  applications  for 
licenses  shall  be  made  after  May  15,  they  shall  be  acted  upon  by  the 
Board  of  Health  as  soon  as  conveniently  may  be.  Licenses  granted 
after  June  1  of  any  year  shall  expire  on  the  31st  day  of  the  next  May, 

Before  granting  any  license,  the  Board  of  Health  shall  make  or 
cause  to  be  made  proper  inspection  of  the  barns,  premises  and  cows 
of  the  applicant  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance, 
the  charter  of  the  city  of  Burlington  and  the  laws  of  the  State. 

The  license  fee  shall  be  $5.00  for  retail  dealer,  and  $2.00  for  whole- 
sale dealer,  whicji  amount  shall  be  deposited  with  the  Milk  Inspector 
at  the  time  application  for  a  license  is  made.  If  a  license  should  not 
be  granted,  the  money  so  deposited  shall  be  returned  to  the  applicant. 

Sec,  2.  No  person  shall  sell  or  supply  milk  or  cream  to  be  used 
by  the  inhabitants  of  the  city  of  Burlington,  or  for  that  purpose  keep 
or  have  the  same  in  his  possession  except  such  as  is  produced  by 
healthy  cows,  kept  under  good  sanitary  conditions. 

The  stables  and  premises  shall  be  kept  light,  dry,  clean  and  well 
ventilated.  The  walls  and  ceilings  of  the  stables  shall  be  kept  white- 
washed and  free  from  any  accumulation  of  manure.  The  manure  shall 
be  removed  from  the  stables  at  least  once  daily  and  there  shall  be  no 
great  accumulation  of  manure  in  the  yard. 

The  cows  shall  at  all  times  be  kept  clean  and  the  udders  and  flanks 
be  wiped  with  a  clean  cloth  or  washed  before  milking. 

Sec,  3,  No  milk  or  cream  shall  be  sold  or  supplied  or  kept  for 
sale  or  supply  to  the  inhabitants  of  the  city  of  Burlington,  which  was 
drawn  from  cows  within  15  days  before  or  four  days  after  calving,  nor 
unless  the  cows  from  which  it  was  derived  have  within  one  year  been 
examined  by  a  competent  veterinary  surgeon  approved  by  the  Board 
of  Health  to  be  free  from  diseases  dangerous  to  the  public  health. 

Sec.  4.  No  person  engaged  in  the  business  of  producing  milk  or 
cream  for  sale  or  in  the  business  of  storing,  selling  or  supplying  milk 
or  cream  in  said  city,  shall  store,  cool,  strain  or  otherwise  handle  said

milk  or  cream  in  any  room-  which  is  occupied  by  horses,  cows,  or  other 
animals,  or  in  any  room  used  for  domestic  or  sleeping  purposes.  All 
rooms  in  which  said  milk  or  cream  is  stored,  cooled,  strained,  or  other- 
wise handled,  shall  be  kept  constantly  clean  and  free  from  obnoxious 
odors.  Such  rooms  shall  contain  proper  appliances  for  washing  or 
sterilizing  all  utensils  employed  in  the  handling  and  sale  of  milk  and 
cream. 

Sec.  5.  All  milk  produced  for  the  purpose  of  sale  in  the  city  of 
Burlington  shall  be  strained,  and  cooled  as  soon  as  it  is  drawn  from 
the  cow. 

Sec.  6.  Milk  or  cream  kept  for  sale  in  any  store,  creamery,  milk 
depot,  or  other  establishment,  shall  be  stored  in  a  covered  cooler  or 
refrigerator  which  shall  be  used  only  for  the  purpose  of  storing  milk 
or  cream.  No  receptacles  containing  milk  or  cream  for  sale  shall  be 
allowed  to  stand  outside  said  cooler  or  refrigerator  except  while  a  sale 
is  being  made.  Every  such  cooler  or  refrigerator  shall  be  properly 
drained  and  cared  for  and  shall  be  kept  tightly  closed  except  during 
such  intervals  as  are  necessary  for  the  introduction  or  removal  of  milk, 
cream  or  ice  and  they  shall  be  kept  only  in  such  location  and  under 
such  condition  as  shall  be  approved  by  the  Board  of  Health. 

Sec.  7.  No  cans,  bottles  or  other  receptacles  shall  be  used  in  the 
sale,  delivery  or  distribution  of  milk  or  cream  except  such  as  have  been 
thoroughly  cleansed  or  sterilized  and  are  smooth  and  free  from  rust, 
and  all  such  receptacles  shall  be  cleansed  or  sterilized  before  they  are 
again  used  for  the  same  purpose.  No  person  shall  use  a  milk  or  cream 
receptacle  as  a  container  for  any  other  substance  than  milk  or  cream. 

Sec.  8.  All  vehicles  used  in  the  distribution  of  milk  or  cream  for 
sale  shall  be  kept  in  a  cleanly  condition.  Such  vehicles  shall  have  the 
name  of  the  owner  of  said  milk  or  cream  marked  on  them  in  plain 
letters  not  less  than  one  inch  in  height  and  so  placed  as  to  be  dis- 
tinctly seen  and  read. 

Sec.  9.  Every  person  engaged  in  the  production,  storage,  trans- 
portation, sale  or  distribution  of  milk  or  cream,  immediately  upon  the 
occurrence  of  any  case  of  communicable  disease,  either  in  himself  or 
his  immediate  associates,  or  within  the  building  where  milk  is  stored, 
sold  or  distributed,  shall  notify  the  city  Board  of  Health.  The  sale 
and  distribution  of  milk  and  cream  shall  be  suspended  by  the  Board 
of  Health  until  all  danger  of  infection  is  passed. 
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Sec.  10.  No  person  shall  remove  from  any  dwelling  that  has  in  it 
communicable  disease,  any  bottle  or  receptacle  which  has  been  used 
for  the  storing  or  receiving  of  milk  or  cream.  No  receptacle  which  has 
been  handled  by  persons  suffering  from  a  communicable  disease  shall 
be  used  to  hold  or  convey  milk  or  cream  until  they  have  been  thor- 
oughly sterilized. 

Sec.  11.  No  person  shall  furnish,  supply,  sell  or  distribute  milk 
to  the  inhabitants  of  the  city  of  Burlington,  or  shall  for  that  purpose, 
keep  or  have  the  same  in  possession  which  contains  less  than  eight 
and  five-tenths  (8,5)  per  cent,  solids  not  fat,  nor  less  than  three  and 
twenty-live  hundredths  (3.25)  per  cent,  milk  fat  and  not  over  one  hun- 
dred thousand  (100,000)  bacteria  per  cubic  centimeter,  or  which  has  a 
temperature  higher  than  fifty  degrees  Fahrenheit. 

Sec.  12,  No  person  shall  sell  or  supply  milk  or  cream  to  be  used 
by  the  inhabitants  of  the  city  of  Burlington,  or  shall  for  that  purpose 
keep  or  have  the  same  in  his  possession,  which  contains  any  adulterant, 
preservative  or  any  substance  added  for  the  purpose  of  modifying  the 
physical  properties  of  said  milk  or  cream. 

Sec.  13.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Milk  Inspector  to  inspect  all 
dairies,  creameries,  milk  depots,  or  stores,  wherever  milk  or  cream 
is  produced,  stored,  sold  or  distributed  in  said  city  at  least  three  times 
a  year  and  as  much  oftener  as  in  his  judgment  seems  necessary  or  he 
is  directed  by  the  Board  of  Health.  He  shall  keep  a  careful  record 
of  each  inspection,  giving  date  and  name  of  person  controlling  or  oper- 
ating same  and  such  other  information  as  may  be  desired  by  the  Board 
of  Health, 

Sec,  14,  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Milk  Inspector,  acting  in  his 
own  discretion  or  upon  reasonable  complaint,  to  procure  samples  of 
milk  or  cream  from  those  having  the  same  in  possession  for  sale, 
supply  or  distribution  to  the  inhabitants  of  the  city  of  Burlington, 
and  to  cause  the  same  to  be  analyzed  by  a  person  thereto  competent. 
Said  samples  for  analysis  shall  be  taken  from  the  common  stock  of 
milk  at  such  time  and  place  as  may  be  convenient  for  said  Milk  In- 
spector, and  shall  be  furnished  by  the  owner,  or  his  servant  or  agent 
to  said  Milk  Inspector  upon  tender  of  the  value  thereof.  Any  money 
paid  or  advanced  by  the  Inspector  for  such  samples  shall  be  reimbursed 
to  him  from  the  city  treasury. 
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Sec.  15.  The  Milk  Inspector  shall  report  to  the  Board  of  Health 
all  violations  of  these  ordinances  which  come  under  his  observation. 

The  Board  of  Health  may  revoke  a  license  granted  by  them  when- 
ever they  deem  it  to  be  for  the  best  interests  of  the  public  to  do  so.
